Gov. James R. Thompson Friday 


called for the imposition of a federal 


. gasoline tax to replace state gas 


taxes. 


Thompson called for the tax as a 


way to eliminate the varying gasoline 
tax levels now charged from state to 
state and added he will seek support 
from the state's congressional delega- 
tion to back the proposal in Washing- 
ton. 


"I think we should begin to look at 


the idea of a national, uniform tax on 
gas at the federal level, with a rebate 
system to the states, taking into ac- 
count the mileage of their roads, so 
that we could eliminate all state gas 
taxes," Thompson said in a Chicago 
news conference. 


THE FEDERAL gas tax now is 4 


cents a gallon and is used to maintain 
federal roads. State gas taxes, also 
used for highway maintenance, vary 
throughout the nation, with Illinois* 
tax 7.5 cents a gallon. 


Thompson's remarks Friday came 


in the wake of renewed questioning on 
his opinion of President Carter's ener- 
gy proposals and the likelihood of 
passing a state gas tax hike. 


Thompson said he intends to pose 


the plan to U.S. Representatives John 


Anderson, R-16th, and Daniel Rosten-' 
kowski, D-8th, both of whom were ap- 
pointed this week to the new U.S. 
House Select Committee on Energy. 


The new committee has 
been 


formed to consider President Carter's 
energy -proposals as well as other 
energy-related bills which may be in- 
troduced in Congress. 


THOMPSON SAID a uniform tax 


would eliminate competitive state gas 
pricing, which hurts station owners 
whose facilities are near state bor- 
ders. 


He said Illinois ranks 37th in gas 


tax but because neighboring .states 
charge slightly less than the state's 
tax, border stations have suffered 


* losses of business, Thompson said. 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R42th, 


Friday reacted cautiously to Thomp- 
' son's proposal. "I would have to think 
about that and consider all of the 
ramifications," Crane said. 


"I am not sure the states would be 


willing to relinquish their control be- 
cause this is an important source of 
revenue to the state," he said. "The 
uniformity might be an important fac- 
tor, but I think some states might be 
reluctant because the federal govern- 
ment has a'tendency to attach strings 
to the money they send back.

Coal burni 
may hurt c

Planners looking to coal for Amer- 


ica's energy salvation should keep an 
eye on the climate, meteorologists 
say. 


Pouring vast amounts of carbon 


dioxide into the air from burning coal 
could overheat Earth, melt polar ice 
caps — causing flooding of many 
coastal cities — and turn sea water 
acid. That prospect could severely 
limit the extent to which the United 
States, and the world, can get energy 
from coal. 


In his recent national address on 


energy, President Carter called for in- 
creasing United Staes coal production 
by about two-thirds to more than 1 
billion tons a year. In doing this, he 
has recognized the carbon dioxide 
problem and will ask Congress for $5 
million to study it. 


Meteorologists have long known 


that the colorless, odorless gas, car- 
bon dioxide (C02), can act like glass 
in a greenhouse to trap heat rising 
from the planet and reradiate it back 
to Earth. Many a scare scenario in the 
past has been based on idle specula- 
tion about a runaway greenhouse ef- 
fect. Now, however, considering the 
new emphasis energy planners are 
giving to coal, responsible scientists 
no longer consider it alarmist to warn 
of climatic consequences.

You lose sleep; clocks jump ahead

There's a good excuse not to over- 


work yourself today: tonight you will 
have one less hour of sleep to recover. 


Daylight Saving Time begins offi- 


cially at 2 a.m. Sunday, so donT for- 
get to set the clock ahead one hour 
before going to bed tonight. 


For the next six months late eve- 


ning sunsets and kids playing baseball 
until 8 p.m. will be familair sights. 


THAT COULD MAKE you happy or 


sad, depending on how much you like 
late sunsets or kids. But Daylight Sav- 
ing Time has never been able to make 
everybody happy since its beginnings 
during World War I. 


The current system of starting day- 


light saving time on the last Sunday 
in April and returning to Standard 
Time on the last Sunday in October 
was set up in 1966 under the Uniform 
Time Act. 


The act permitted any state to ex- 


empt itself in whole or part from the 
time changes and some areas, in- 
cluding many counties in Indiana, re- 
fuse to switch to Daylight Saving 
Time, 


BILLS ARE introduced each year to 


revise the act, but only one has been 
successful. That was in 1973 when an 
emergency act called for year-round 


boycott. 


That act was repealed in'1975 after 


heavy protests that children were en- 
dangered by going to school in the 
morning darkness and claims that an 
insignificant amount of energy was 
saved.

This year at least six bills have 


been introduced to Congress calling 
for changes in the 1966 act, but none 
is expected to be successful. 


So get used to late sunsets and kids 


playing late. And at least for today, 
don't overwork yourself.

the Institute of Energy Analysis, lik- 
ens the C02 (carbon dioxide.) hazard 
to the threat of the spread of nuclear 
weapons to more and more countries. 
Weinberg, who chairs a committee 
looking into the C02 problem for the 
Energy Research and Development 
Administration explains: 


"The C02 catastrophe is possibly 


the most portentous aspect of our en- 
tire long-range energy policy. It is, in 
a way, the fossil equivalent of nuclear 
proliferation: both are global, both 
are difficult to assess, both could con- 
ceivably lead to catastrophe." 


You could also liken the danger of 


burning too much coal to the problem 
of radioactive nuclear power plant 
waste. Once created, excess C02 pol- 
lution could take thousands of years 
to decay to safe levels. But, unlike 
nuclear waste, there is no way to keep 
the C02 excess out of the environ- 
ment. 


J. Murray Mitchell Jr., senior re- 


search climatologist of the Environ- 
mental Data Service has warned: ". . 
. the effects of carbon dioxide would 
endure for thousands of years after 
we abandoned our fossil-fuel economy 
. . . A thousand years of unusu- 
ally warm climate would be likely to 
result in a substantial extent of mel- 
ting of the Greenland and Antarctic 
ice caps, raising sea levels around the 
world enough to submerge many of 
our coastal centers and much produc- 
tive farm land." 


A STUDY MADE by the Inter- 


national Council of Scientific Unions, 
and reported last year, makes the 
same point: ICSU's Scientific Com- 
mittee on Problems of the-Environ- 
ment forecast at least a fourfold and 
perhaps an eight-fold increase in at- 
mospheric C02 concentrations in the 
next two centuries. It also warned, 
that the gas, dissolving into the 
oceans, could increase their acidity, 
with possible hazards for marine life 
that no one has yet begun to assess. 


In short, while scientists who study 


climate cannot agree on short or long- 
term trends, there is wide agreement 
that massive increases in atmospheric

Most people probably will continue 


to call the big brick building at 1616 
N. Arlington Heights Rd. the "new 
Wheeling Township Hall." 


But to the persons who regularly 


use the $700,000 building, the name by 
which it will'be dedicated at 2:30 p.m. 
Sunday — the Wheeling Township 
Community Service Center — is more 
appropriate. 


The building has offices for Shelter 


Inc., the Salvation Army Family 
C o u n s e l i n g Center, Omni-House: 
Youth Services Bureau and the North- 
west Mental Health Center. All are 
agencies that receive township funds 
and all once were scattered through- 
out the Northwest suburbs. 


THE SALVATION ARMY offices 


were in Des Plaines; Shelter Inc. was 
in Hoffman Estates; Omni-House was 
in Wheeling (it still maintains an of- 
fice there); and the Northwest Mental 
Health 
Center was in Arlington 


Heights. 


Township Supervisor Ethel Kolerus 


said bringing the agencies together al- 
ready has helped them function more 
efficiently. 


"It's really &*is§ to be even more 


beneficial as we progress," Mrs. Ko- 
lerus said. "It's just been so good al- 
ready with the interchange between 
social service agencies.'* 


SHE SAID EACH agency receives 


rent-free space in the new building, 
but that each pays its own utility and 
telephone expenses. 


"It's beautiful," said Jerry Medow, 


director of Northwest Mental Health 
Center, which uses half of the build- 
ing's top floor. 


The mental health center was the 


first agency to move to the new build- 
ing when it shifted its offices from 
1711 . W. ^Campbell St., Arlington 
Heights, in early March. The center's 
staff moved in while construction still 
was under way. 


"It was like going through a war 


zone to get to our office," Medow 
said. 


But he said he is looking forward to 


an easy walk acorss the hall to visit 
the other agencies for referrals and 
inter-agency communication. 


MRS. KOLERUS SAID that! locating 


the social service agencies in the gov- 
ernment building removes a "stigma" 
often attached to a person who is seen 
using a mental health center or other 
social agency. 


Work on the new building began last 


April and was scheduled for com- 
pletion Nov. 1. The completion date 
suffered its first delay when archi- 
tectural plans for the building had to 
be readjusted to include an elevator 
for handicapped persons, as required 
in all public buildings by state law.

Big rigs gather at roadeo 
to find best truck drivers

The overweight guy with a clip- 


board in his hand looked a little sur- 
prised when Doug Banicki smoothly 
maneuvered his 5-axle truck through 
the obstacle course. 


"I didn't think'he'd do so good when 


I saw that long hair. I thought maybe 
he was one of them cowboys," the fat 
man said to his fellow judge at the 
annual Illinois Truck Roadeo at the 
Arlington Park Hilton Hotel. 


Banicki isn't bothered by such com- 


ments. But the 25-year-old driver for 
Briggs Transportation Co., Chicago, 
admits he does look a little con- 
spicuous when he stands among his 
peers around the "big rigs." 


HIS LONG BLONDE hair with 
the hotel, Euclid Avenue and Rohlw- 


black roots falls below his shoulders. 
His sideburns grow a couple inches 
below his earlobes. And for the com- 
petition on Friday, Banicki chose his 
favorite faded denim jacket and 
jeans. "I'm saving my uniform for 
the finals tomorrow," he said. 


It's only at truck roadeos that Ba- 


nicki feels out of place. "I think the 
image of truck drivers is outdated 
and misconstrued. There's a lot of 
long-haired drivers now. You just 
don't see many here," he said. 


The best truck drivers in Illinois are 


competing in the 34th annual state 
championship. The finals will begin at 
9 a.m. today in the parking lot east of

It is the second year Banicki has 


competed in the roadeo. Last year, at 
the age of 24, he was the youngest 
driver to ever run in a state tourna- 
ment, finishing second in his class.

WASHINGTON (UK) - The gov- 


ernment's chief specialist on alcohol 
abuse says there is convincing evi- 
dence that excessive drinking by 
pregnant women can cause birth de- 
fects. 


Dr. Ernest P. Noble has urged the 


Dept. of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare to issue a formal warning to 
A m e r i c a n women, recommending 
they limit their daily consumption of 
alcohol to the equivalent of two mixed

suggesting "binge drinking" may be a 
problem. 


"IN OTHER WORDS, a person tak- 


ing a big, big slug of alcohol and 
maybe not drinking at all for the rest 
of the pregnancy could also have that 
kind of a damaging effect." 


"There is a problem there," Noble 


said. "We feel it is important there- 
fore that our country gets an aware- 
ness of the problems involved with ex- 
cessive drinking." 


stitute on Alcohol Abuse and Alcohol- 
ism, said he decided to recommend 
government action on the basis of 
findings by 40 experts who reviewed 
human and animal studies during a 
two-day meeting earlier this year in 
San Diego. 


"What we are saying essentially,"

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Carter, spelling 


out for the first time the pocketbook impact of his ener- 
gy plan, said Friday thetaxes he has proposed would 
take money from those v/ho waste fuel and give large 
annual bonuses to those who conserve. 


By 1085, the President and his staff indicated, a fami- 


ly of four with a car getting 27 miles per gallon might 
reap almost $1,200 each year in tax credits while paying 
only $183 more for gasoline and no more for heating oil. 


The money would come from drivers who refuse to 


curb gasoline consumption, from industries that do not 
switch from gas and oil to coal and from taxes imposed 
on the wellhead price of domestic crude oil. 


CARTER SAID his goal is to protect low and moder- 


ate income Americans and the nation's residential con- 
sumers. 


If the entire plan goes into effect, a White House fact 


sheet said, the average American family will pay $1,145 
a year for energy in 1985 — or 16 per cent less than the 
$1,367 it would pay should existing conditions prevail. 


Carter outlined the economic impact of his program 


— the one thing that was not described when he unveiled 
the plan Wednesday — during a televised news confer- 
ence that completed a weeklong administration energy 
blitz. 


Republican Party officials said ABC and NBC have 


offered their party 30 minutes of prime television time 
in May to present the GOP's alternative energy plan. 
They said CBS is still considering the matter.

CARTER'S NEWS conference was dominated by 


questions about how much his conservation proposals 
would cost the average American. 


But he also said: 
• Gasoline rationing remains a possibility, particular- 


ly if Congress does not accept his plan to create a 
billion-barrel strategic oil reserve. 


• Hydroelectric power was not stressed in the new 


plan because mos£ of the good sites for dams have been 
taken. He said dams now supply about 4 per cent of 
America's energy and "J don't see any possibility of 
increasing that substantially." 


• Industries will bear a heavier burden of sacrifice 


than consumers under the energy plan, including a tax 
on oil and natural gas that "will not apply to home- 
owners.

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: (JARTER HAS asked for authority to raise gasoline 
taxes as much as 50 cents, in annual nickel increments, 
over the next decade. Many lawmakers predict Con- 
gress will refuse him such authority. 


"I am deeply dedicated to the gasoline tax and will 


fight for it to the last vote in Congress," Carter said. 


"To express it in general terms, we are raising the 


price of fuel for everyone. We have an additional tax 
for those who deliberately waste fuel, 


"We refund all these collected taxes, and they will be 


of great benefit to Americans or families who conserve 
fuel." 


ALL REFUNDS would take the form of income tax 


credits for taxpayers or direct cash rebates to the poor 
who do not pay taxes, Carter said. He left open the 
possibility that some of the money would be used for 
welfare reform. 


Carter said that in 1983, when the tax could, hit 25 


cents a gallon, "a family (of four) with a car that gets, 
say, 27 miles per gallon and travels 10,000 miles a year 
would pay $91 more for taxes.

China gears for 'inevitable war 


HONG KONG (UPI) - China has 


warned that World War HI is inevi- 
table because of the U.S.-Soviet arms 
race and said it is in a "race against 
time*' to achieve superpower status to 
protect itself, the New China News 
Agency reported Friday. 


"A world war is bound to break out 


some day" because of the arms race 
between the Soviets and Americans, 
Vice Premier U Hslen-nien told an in- 
dustrial conference, according to the 
agency. 


"We must race against time and 


quicken the pace of industrial devel- 
opment, build the national economy 
and strengthen our socialist state," Li 
said in a speech at the National Con- 
ference on Learning from Taching. 


Li said the gravest threat to China 


is the Soviet Union, its Communist 
neighbor with whom it is exchanging 
an increasingly bitter verbal barrage. 


THE WILD AMBITION of Soviet 


revisionism to subjugate China will 


not die," Li said. It was at this 
point he said China must race time 
to strengthen its defenses and every 
sector of the economy. 


"We can certainly bring about a 


new big leap forward in the national 
economy," Li said. "We can certainly 
modernize agriculture, industry, na- 
tional defense and science and tech- 
nology. We can certainly realize the 
grand goal of surpassing the United 
States economically in several dozen 
years." 


The Chinese news agency quoted a 


leading conference official as saying 
the meeting "is an important step." in 
the drive to make China "reach the 
front ranks in the world before the 
end of this century." 


The conference, attended by Com- 


munist Party Chairman Hua Kuo- 
feng, was preceded by a call for a 
national energy conservation cam- 
paign similar to that called for the 
United States by President Carter.

backers of the events decide where 
the money should go.

could keep the $10,000, but would have 
to earn it by attending the other func- 


tions,, including the Immokalee Farm 
City Festival, a dance and a flea mar- 
ket auction. 
. Carter, who arrived for the festival 
with his 16-year-old son Buddy on Fri- 
day,, seemed unruffled by the con- 
troversy over his fee and his public 
image, although he said the Naples 
incident cost his wife the chairman- 
ship of the Georgia chapter of the 
Cancer Society. 


"My wife and agent work out these

Mrs. Matsukes said she also re- 


constructed phrases and sentences to 


make sense of Miss Columbo's narra- 
tive. 


Miss Columbo had given two written 


statements to police after her arrest 
May 4, 1976, for the murders of her 
parents, Frank and Mary Columbo, 
and her brother.

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Plan would add 700 prison beds 


A major plan to redistribute the 


state's burgeoning prison population, 
including the conversion of a Down- 
state mental health facility to a me- 
dium security prison, was announced 
Friday by Gov. James R. Thompson. 


The nine-point plan would provide 


an additional 700 prison beds by 
January 1978 and as many as 1,100 
under an accompanying proposal to 
transfer some 400 misdemeanor offen- 
ders from state prisons to county 
jails. 


The plan calls for the conversion of 


the Lincoln.Developmental Center An- 
nex in Logan County at a cost of some 
$4.5 million. Thompson said patients 
now at the Lincoln Annex will be 
transferred to the main compound 
there or to other state facilities near 
their homes. 


THE DECISION to utilize the Lin- 


coln Annex came alter Thompson's 
original proposal to convert the Valley 
View Youth Center in Kane County to 
a medium security prison met with 
stormy protests from Kane County 
residents. 


Instead, Thompson's plan now seeks 


the closing and selling of the Geneva 
Youth Center, where female juveniles 
are housed and the expansion of the 
St. Charles Youth Center, both also in 
Kane County. 


Thompson said if the General As- 


sembly approves the Geneva sale, 
which could bring several million dol- • 
lars, the money could be used toward 
construction of a new medium secur- 
ity adult prison which Thompson said 
will be needed soon. 


The total plan, which Thompson 


projected would cost some $10 million, 
is the result of months of study by the 
administration and the Dept of Cor- 
rections into the state's prison crisis. 


Thompson called the redistribution 


plan "one of the most difficult deci- 
sions I have had to deal with" since 
assuming office.

The argu- 
ments among experts are no 
longer over whether we are 
short of the oil and gas needed to 
support technological society but 
whether we will run out by the 
year 1990, 2010 or some other 
date. 


Conservation must, of necessi- 


ty, mean changes in lifestyles 
and in many of the things we 
have come, just in the last gen- 
eration, to take for granted. As 
oil becomes more- precious, its 
use to produce no-iron shirts or 
plastic packaging will become a 
needless 
luxury. 
Automobile 


trips will be less frequent. Our 
lives will be changed in subtle 
ways. 


It will be important, as these 


changes take place, to recall 
that many of the things we con- 
sider "necessities" today have 
b e c o m e commonplace only 
recently. The old virtue of thrift 
has fallen into disuse in recent 
years. It must be revived. 


The need for sacrifice 


Carter's general approach to- 


ward encouraging conservation 
is on the right track. The abso- 
lute solution to cutting the use of 
energy would be to allow the 
price of oil and gas to rise to 
reflect its true value and scar- 
city. Such increases, if they 
were sudden, could be severely 
damaging to the economy. 


Instead of offering such a 


stringent solution, Carter pro- 
poses a plan designed to give 
ample warning to industry and 
consumers so that they can 
change their habits before high- 
er prices hit them. 


Even so, the reaction to the 


plan has been unenthusiastic. 
Many persons, from the presi- 
dent of General Motors Corp. to 
a v e r a g e citizens, have ex- 
pressed their favorable reaction 


to the general direction of Car- 
ter's plan but have,said they op- 
pose parts that will affect them 
directly.

And it 
may take decades before Soviet oil 
and coal reserves can be exploited for 
export. And could the Communist 
countries of Eastern Europe afford' 
the political cost of exports to the 
West? Their populations already grow 
restive because of economic short- 
ages. 


The lure of small loans, to the So-

Execution delayed 
in Texas case 


A Dallas federal judge Friday stopped the scheduled execution 


of Ernest Benjamin Smith, who was sentenced to die in the Texas 
electric chak at one minute past midnight Tuesday. U.S. District 
Judge Robert Porter issued an indefinite stay, citing "substantial 
questions" about Smith's 1973 conviction for the shooting death of 
a Dallas grocery store clerk. The most important point, he said, 
was that Smith did not actually pull the trigger of the murder 
weapon. Smith, 28, would have been the first man to be executed 
In Texas since 1964 and the first in the nation since Gary Mark 
Gilmore was shot to death by a Uteh firing squad in January. 
Porter set a hearing for Friday, April 29, to determine what may 
be presented as evidence in a previously filed habeas corpus 
petition. 


Senate OKs 
.9 billion bill 


The Senate Friday approved and sent to the White House a $28.9 


billion catch-all appropriates bill, the biggest supplemental mon- 
ey measure since World War II. The compromise measure, 
was approved by the House Thursday, 164 to 142. Congress also is 
working on a second major supplemental bill for the current fiscal 
year designed to fund President Carter's economic stimulus pro- 
gram. The House passed a $26 billion package and the Senate 
Appropriations Committee has approved a $20 billion outlay. 


Carter vows fight for gas plan 


President Carter said Friday he will "fight to the last vote in 


Congress" for his unpopular gasoline tax proposal, and insisted 
many consumers will benefit financially from his strict energy 
conservation package. Making the third televised pitch for the 
energy plan this week, Carter also told a news conference he 
expects Congress to pass "the entire package," and seemed to 
suggest he might have to resort to gasoline rationing if it does not. 
Noting that he has legal authority now to impose rationing in 
"national emergencies," the President said he considers such an 
emergency very unlikely. Immediately after the news conference, 
White House Press Sec. Jody Powell assured reporters Carter did 
not mean to say he would impose rationing if Congress rejects his 
program. 


Russian bomber flys low 


A single Russian "Bear" bomber flew low over a U.S. naval task 


force 60 miles off Florida last week in the closest foray a Soviet 
patrol plane has ever made to the continental U.S. coast,.a Penta- 
gon spokesman disclosed Friday, Other defense sources said the 
TU95 Bear reconnaissance bomber, based in Cuba, swept in so low 
that radar stations lost it and Air Force interceptors could not find 
the plane before it zoomed in on the ships. The Pentagon spokes* 
man was unable to estimate the altitude of the bomber of to say 
whether its pass would be considered a "buzz" — a pass so low as 
to be considered unsafe. Both Defense and State Dept. officials 
said, however, the United States bos no plans to protest the in- 
cident.

Amin promises Zaire military aid 
Uganda's President Idi Amin, on a surprise visit to Zaire,, Fri- 


day promised to send Ugandan troops if they are needed to help 
crush invaders from Angola. Zaire first reported the recapture of 
Kapanga, where eight U.S. missionaries are under house arrest, 
then admitted the town was still in the hands of the invaders. A 
government spokesman said a "general offensive" launched four 
days ago by Zaire forces backed by Moroccan troops and four-foot- 
tall Pygmy warriors armed with bows and arrows and poison 
darts was still short of both Kapanga and Mutshatsa, another key 
town overrun by the invaders. "Government troops do not yet 
occupy Kapanga," the spokesman said. The denial came only 
hours after the official Kinshasa radio .claimed the border town 
had been recaptured. Amin commented on the situation in Zaire 
and afterward told newsmen, "If President Mobutu wants me to 
assist him in crushing some invader, I'm ready to send Mm 
troops. If there is need, we are ready to come'to Zaire's help 
militarily."

Do-it-yourself landscapers would be 


wise to scout their neighborhoods for 
attractively landscaped homes. And 
don't be afraid to ask neighbors per- 
tinent questions: What firm land- 
scaped this home? Are you pleased 
with the work? Would you recommend 
the firm? If you did it all yourself, 
where did you buy the plants? 


Roy Klehm, president of Charles 


Klehm and Son Nursery, Arlington 
Heights, believes that homeowners 
are often better off having landscape 
plans ( professionally drawn, buying 
the trees and shrubs and doing their 
own planting with some professional 
advice. 


"Do it yourself and you do it right," 


he said. "Dig a $50 hole for a $10 
plant." 


Besides, landscaping labor amounts 


to about one-half the cost of the 
plants. 


SINCE GROUND preparation is vi- 


tal to the successful growth of any- 
thing that is planted, don't let your 
building contractor or developer move 


his equipment out before he has done 
your finish grading. The ground must 
be properly graded, drained and 
swaled. Once the builder has moved 
his heavy equipment off your proper- 
ty, don't expect him to bring it back, 
— you'll have to hire someone else to 
grade your yard for landscaping. 


All debris like wood, stumps, bricks, 


wire and roof paper must be cleared 
(not just bulldozed over) 
before 


rough-grading cf the sub-soil. Oth- 
erwise, this junk will cause problems 
later — problems like moving up in 
the ground and making potholes in 
your lawn. Wood and stumps will de- 
compose and be one factor in the for- 
mation of ugly fairy rings on the 
lawn.

AFTER -THE DESIRED contour of 


the sjab-soil is achieved, the native 
topsoil, hopefully stockpiled at one 
side during construction, should be 
spread uniformly and sloped away 
from the house. 


You*!! need at least three inches -of 


good topsoil for your proposed lawn, 
do don't let your builder haul any of 
yours away during excavation. Other- 


wise you'll have to spend more money 
to replace that which was there in the 
first place. 


During the first year of do-it-your- 


self 
landscaping, 
the 
homeowner 


should invest in several good-sized, 
strategically placed trees in addition 
to planting the lawn to prevent ero- 
sion. The very best information on 
lawn installation, including what kind 
of grass to use and whether to seed or 
sod, is in the new book "Ask the Lawn 
Expert" by Paul N. Voykin (MacMil- 
lan Press). 


BUY TREES AND SHRUBS from a 


good, local nursery so you can see 
what you are getting. Avoid mail or- 
dering trees and shrubs, and beware 
of exaggerated claims of trees that 
grow 10 feet a summer and wisps of 
branches that will form a lush, dense 
hedge in no time at all. 


The second year, homeowners 


should consider more trees, ornamen- 
tal shrubs, screening and evergreens. 


A variety of species and blends of 


plants is the key to a beautiful yard.

during the dark of the moon — from 
the day after it is full (May 4) to the 
day before it is new again (May 17).

the monotony and help you develop a 
yard of distinction, so don't let the 
bulldozer make a pancake out of your 
property.) Variety also means a 
habitat for wildlife. 


THE BIGGEST MISTAKE home- 


owners make is planting for the im- 
mediate effect instead of considering 
1 o n g-range scale. Starting from 
scratch, it takes a yard 5 to 10 years 
to progress to a fairly mature condi- 
tion (trees about 25 feet tall), and 30 
to 40 years to grow to maturity. With- 
in a few years, plants crowded on top 
of another will require the homeowner 
to carry a machete and buzz saw to 
get through his overgrown jungle. 


Instead of overplanting, fill the bare 


spots with flowering annuals until ev- 
erything fills in. 


Hose beds, mulches, tulip gardens, 


boulders, herb gardens and the rest of 
the twinkles are the last things to con- 
sider in landscaping. 


Whether you get a beautiful land- 


scaped effect or a hodge-podge of in- 
cidental plantings and accidental lawn 
depends on planning, organization and 
follow-through. And those are the very 
elements that got you through the 
home-building process in the first 
place.

If 
you have a calendar with the phases 
of the moon shown on it, you can al- 
ways calculate times of planting.

For many years I have been taking fotic acid plus a B-12 tablet 


fis I was told 1 have secondary anemia. Now my doctor tells me 
that folic acid is the same as B-12 of need not take both.

I would like to know if be is correct. Also I have read in a health 


magazine that folic acid should be taken with B-12. Please tell me 
In plain language what U correct for me. 


In plain language you will do best by doing what your doctor 


tells you since his remarks are applied to your own individual 
case. 


Now I think you have misunderstood what your doctor has told 


you. Folic acid and B-12 are not the same. Both have similar 
actions and help to prevent pernicious anemia, but folic acid will 
not prevent the changes that can occur in the spinal cord if you 
are deficient in B-12. 


The donger in taking folic acid alone without B-12 is that it will 


correct the anemia and other changes indicative of a B-12 deficien- 
cy while irreversible changes occur in the spinal cord before the 
B-12 deficiency is discovered. 


You may not have an important B-12 deficiency. If you did, you 


would probably be taking B-12 injections rather than a pill. The 
usual case of pernicious anemia is associated with an inability or 
diminished capacity to absorb B-12 from the digestive system, 
hence B-12 shots are used. 


To give you a better idea of the relationship between B-12 and 


folic acid I am sending you The Health Letter number 4-5, Vitamin 
B-12t Folic Acid, Perndcous Anemia. Others who want this infor- 
mation can send 50 cents with a long, stamped, self-addressed 
envelope for it.

Please explain medium chain triglycerldes or MCT as referred 


to in material accompanying releases on some baking products 
such as new high fiber bread. The participants in an experiment 
were apparently given MCT instead of butter. This needs clairifi- 
cation. 


You do need to know what these terms man to understand the 


increasing amount of information on food labels. A triglyceride is 
a fat. It contains three (hence tri-) fatty acids attached to glycer- 
ine. The fatty acids are chains of carbon atoms connected togeth- 
er. The acids are named according to how many carbon atoms are 
in the chain. You see this same system applied to hydrocarbons: 
methane (one carbon atom), ethane (two), propane (three) and 
butane (four). 


The fatty acids in butter are made up of four carbon atoms and 


are called butyric acid. These are short chain fatty acids. These 
tend to be soft at room temperature. Fats containing medium 
length chains are called medium chain fatty acids and those with 
long chains, as found in the fat in some fish, long chain fatty 
acids. The longer the chain the more likely it is to be solid at room 
temperature. However, that is not the total picture as unsaturated 
fats tend to be soft at room temperature even if they are long 
chain acids. 


Remember that the length of the chain has nothing to do with 


whether the fatty add is saturated or unsaturated with hydrogen 
atoms. Thus soft butter from short chain butyric acid te mostly 
saturated fat. It is soft because of the short chain. Coconut oil is 
liquid but it is almost all saturated fat.

Brush from center of the stain to the outer edges with 
a clean white cloth. Dampen stain with water and rub with bar 
soap or liquid detergent. Rinse and launder.

Open for business since 1829, the Ar- 


cade hosts 52 specialty stores and of- 
fices. They range from "The Little 
Shop," which deals in dried and silk 
flowers, to Alfredo Venditelli, "spiri- 
tual metaphysical counselor." 


National chain stores are foreign to 


the Arcade. Shoppers say there is 
simply no comparing it to suburban 
malls elsewhere. 


"IT'S A DIFFERENT kind of shop- 


ping," said Joan McDonald, a kinder-

"You can find all kinds of unique 
things here/' she added while leafing 
through a stack of whimsical animal 
prints. 


Just as shoppers find the merchan- 


dise unique, retailers think the cus- 
tomers are special. "It's a different 
type of clientele," said Joseph Gallo, 
owner of the Providence Picture 
Frame Co. 


"Picture framers can't make it in a 


regular mall," he said. His firm — 
"the oldest picture framers in the 
United States, but I can't authenticate 
it" — has had its spacious third floor 
store since the Arcade opened. Just 
recently, the firm took a second shop 
on the main level.

Business briefs 
Carter opposes 
business tax cuts 


President Carter said Friday he remains opposed to large new 


tax breaks for business despite an overwhelming Senate vote to 
retain them. Carter summoned Finance Committee chairman Rus- 
sell Long to the White House to discuss the legislation, and said he 
would have to take a look at the final bill before deciding whether 
to sign it. "I'll have to decide at the time it gets to my desk, if it 
does pass, whether I can accept it or not," Carter said at his news 
conference. But most congressional observers doubt the business 
tax cuts alone would be enough to cause Carter to veto the bill, 
which also contains some individual tax cuts and other popular 
measures. Carter asked that the incentives be dropped at the 
same time he asked that his $50 per person individual rebate be 
deleted, but the Senate Thursday not only rejected 74 to 20 Car- 
ter's request to drop the business tax cuts, but voted 48 to 41 to 
increase the size of the incentives by $800 million. 


NAB study forecasts radio growth 


American radio will be bigger and more profitable by 1985, a 


study by the National Assn. of Broadcasters said Friday. The 
study, "Radio in 1985," also said that by then FM stations' will 
have more than half the audience. Looking ahead eight years, the 
study said there will be 560 million radio sets — 2.4 per person — 
compared to today's 401.6 million — fewer than 2 per person. The 
study said radio industry sales will increase 85 per cent to $3.2 
billion by 1985, but "the darkest cloud' oh radio's horizon" is the 
advent of cable systems, which carry radio as well as television 
signals. In 1975, according to Federal Communications Commis- 
sion figures, commercial broadcasting had revenues of $5,8 billion, 
of which radio had $U billion and television $4.7 billion.

Interest fears drive Dow down 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Stocks fell 


sharply and broadly Friday in fairly 
active trading amid investor fears in- 
terest rates might rise to drain money 
from the market and while President 
Carter and Congress fight over his 
energy program. 


The Federal Reserve Board's report 


late Thursday that the nation's basic 
money supply rose $900 million in the 
latest reporting period, and at an 11.5 
per cent level in the latest month, 
triggered much of the selling. 


As a result, the Dow Jones industri- 


al average, a 6.79-point loser Thurs- 
day, fell another 8.73 points to 927.07. 
The closely watched average lost 20.69 


points for the week, the third worst 
showing of the year.

Investors also were disturbed by 


Carter reiterating his opposition to 
business tax incentives the Senate has 
included in a pending tax bill. 


This depressed the market further. 


The New York Stock Exchange com- 
mon stock index lost 0.65 to 53.69 and 
the average price of a common share 
decreased by 39 cents.

shares, down from the 22,740,000 
traded Thursday.

Winter fish kill severity gauged 


The full impact of the winter fish 


kill is just now surfacing. Hardest hit 
were the hundreds of small farm 
ponds scattered throughout Illinois. 
Many lakes and streams suffered only 
partial winter kills and will not have 
to be restocked. 


Following is a comprehensive list- 


ing of waters affected by the winter 
fish kill. Recorded are the lakes and 
streams affected, their county, lake 
acreage or stream length and severity 
of the fish kill in either total (T) or 
partial (P) degrees. 


In addition to these lakes and 


streams, partial or total kill occurred 
at hirndreds of small ponds, fisheries 
personnel estimate. 


IN REGION I, it is estimated that 


more than 130 ponds with 235 acres of 
water were affected; Region IMII re- 
ceived more than 100 reports of par- 
tial or totally killed ponds: Region IV 
lists 7.892 acres of small ponds which 
were affected and Region V con- 
firmed that fish populations at 16 
portds were killed by winter condi- 
tions. 


Keep in mind that many of the par- 


tial fish kills will nol affect the fishing 
and in some cases, may even improve 
conditions.

Due to the number of lakes which 


suffered partial or total winter kills, 
the Department of Conservation is 
urging persons who wish to stock 
farm ponds and other private waters 
to consult with private fish dealers. 


"WE ARE TAKING applications for 


fish stocking in private waters, but 
the chances are very slim that we will 
have any fish to distribute," said 
Mike Conlin, supervisor of the Divi- 
sion of Fisheries. 


"Fish raised-at our two state hatch- 


eries 'will be used to stock lakes which 
can be fished by the public before any 
fish will be sold to persons wishing to 
stock private areas." 


Conlin said there were at least 33 


public lakers which lost complete fish 
populations due to the winter condi- 
tions, and at least twice that many 
that had partial kills. 


"Hardest hit were the thousands of 


small farm ponds scattered through- 
out the state/' Conlin stated. "Those 
ponds represent thousands of acres of 
water which suffered partial or total 
fish kills."

CONLIN POINTED out that to be 


eligible to receive fish from the De- 
partment of Conservation, ponds must 
meet strict guidelines. Cost of the fish 
is a* $25 stocking fee, plus $1 for each 
surface acre or fraction of an acre of 
water which is stocked.

south, near U.S. Steel, and angling 
southeasterly into Indiana waters, so 
that most of the harbor is in Indiana. 
Trollers fishing the area should have 
both Illinois and Indiana licenses and 
stamps so that they can fish "both 
sides of the street."

Those fishing from the pier or the 


walls in Calumet Park need only Illi- 
nois licenses and stamps, but both 
shore fishermen and trailers fishing 
near the Commonwealth Edison.Pow- 
er Plant must have Indiana licenses 
and stamps. The plant is totally with- 
in the State of Indiana. 


Both states require fishing licenses 


and salmon stamps, so again, fish- 
ermen who fish in this general area of 
Calumet Harbor — "on both sides of 
the street" — would be prudent to 
have both state's paper to fully enjoy 
sahnon fishing without the penalty of 
fine and costs.

fering the effects of goose runoff — 
the smell, mess and noise. 
. D N R officials, recognizing the 
mushrooming calamity, instituted a 
hazing program lastyear that was de- 
signed to relieve the goose population 
by de-emphasizing the facilities and 
developing so-called scare tactics. 


Cosmetic surgery at Horicon includ- 


ed reducing the water and feed areas 
to discourage geese from landing dur- 
ing their flights south during the win- 
ter and north in the spring. Noise- 
making devices exploded at intervals 
to chase the geese away. 


The hazing program, although still 


in operation, has not appreciably di- 
minished the marsh population to the 
desired 100,000 bird maximum. 


INTERIOR hunting is the logical 


next step. 


Under the unofficial plan, 300 hunt- 


ers would be assigned to 150 blinds 
each day. Only one from each pair of 
shooters would be eligible to take a 
goose. His "partner" would be limited 
to a duck bag only. 


Hunters would be selected by a lot- 


tery_ system comparable to Illinois' 
deer permit drawing. The special 30- 
day hunt would ideally enable 9,000 
shooters into the marsh,, but only one- 
half or 4,500 would be eligible to bag 
geese. 


The goose kill would be subtracted 


from the state's original quota. Offi 
cials though, are more interested in 
the hzing effects of the interior shoot- 
ing more than the actual kill figures. 


IF ADOPTED, the proposal would 


demand the use of controversial steel 
shot instead of conventional lead shot 
which has been deemed responsible 
for creating a lead poisoning epidemic 
in heavily hunted areas. 


Steel shot loads proven less effec- 


tive than lead when stacked against 
the giant honkers, would reduce the 
hunter success ratio and presumably 
increase the number of crippled birds. 
It would make sense for officials to 
also demand that dogs be a necessary 
accessory to the blind." 


The incentive to shoot ducks is pur- 


portedly designed to keep hunters in 
their blinds longer, thus milking the 
hazing effects perhaps for the entire 
day. 


The proposal will be tested at a va- 


riety of Wisconsin public meetings, 
but regardless of the input, interior 
hunting in the bowels of Horicon 
Marsh appears to be the only realistic 
solution remaining.

Hybrid plants 
produced by 
cross mating 


Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Brit an- • 


nica's 1977 Yearbook of Science and the 
Future to Franklin Jelsna, 12, of Louis- 
ville, Ky., for his question: 


WHAT IS HYBRIDIZATION? 
Some examples of hybridization with 


fruits include the tangelo, which is a cross 
between a grapefruit and a tangerine, 
the citrange which is made by crossing 
sweet and sour oranges, and the golden 
delicious apple, a hybrid made by cross- 
ing a delicious apple wjth a Grimes 
delicious apple. 


Hybridization is the mating or cross- 


ing of two parents of different species 
or varieties and developing an original. 
This has been done in both the animal 
and plant kingdoms. 


We find a good example with the mule, 


which is the hybrid offspring of a horse 
and a donkey- The child is sterile and 
cannot reproduce. 


Also in the animal world is a hybrid 


turkey that has been developed by cross- 
ing a chicken with a turkey. The result 
is a smaller and fuller-breasted turkey. 


Luther Burbank did much in the 


hybridization of plants. He experiment- 
ed with potatoes, produced hybrid flow- 
ers, vegetables, trees, grains and 
grasses) He also originated at least 60 
different kinds of plums and prunes. 


A hybrid flower is produced by taking 


the pollen from one plant and dusting it 
onto the pistils of another plant. A bag 
is then placed over the pistils until the 
seeds develop. When planted, the spe- 
cial seeds will produce a hybrid. Cross- 
ing a white and pink rose, for example, 
may produce a white rose with pink 
stripes. 


Some crosses may not work when at- 


tempting hybridization of some plants. 
A lack of the proper number of chromo- 
somes in one of the parents will bring a 
failure. 


1 
Corn has been successfully hybridiz- 


ed. Two rows of different kinds of corn, 
planted side by side, are left almost to 
maturity. Then the tassels, or male 
flowers, on one row are cut off before 
they ripen with pollen. It will then be 
fertilized by the pollen from the other 
•row next to it, and the resulting seed 
will be planted to yield improved corn. 


More than 100 years ago, in 1865, 


Gregor Mendel discovered there is a 
gradual increase in the number of sterile 
species descending from hybrids. Hy- 
brids, he discovered, tend to produce a 
larger number of malformations than 
will parents of the same species. 


Inbreeding of animals may be used if 


a particular characteristic is desired. 
This would not be a hybrid because in- 
breeding is the continual mating of 
closely related stock.

ca Church, 7, of High Point, N.C., for 
her question: 


IS MOST WATER PURE? 
Water covers about 70 per cent of the 


surface of the earth. Also, about two- 
thirds of the human body is water; So 
there's certainly a lot of it around. 


But, surprisingly, most of the world's 


water is not pure. Except for rainwater 
and the water found in the ice fields 
around the poles, water generally has 
some impurities in it. 


Sea water has lots of salt in the form 


of sodium chloride. Well water and

large amounts of iron salts and sulfides. 
Even spring water has lots of minerals

Harmful impurities are removed by 


purification plants to make it acceptable 
for human consumption. One method of 
water purification calls for the addition

Memories of the Bard 


Though this Iw madness, yet there is method 
in it—Wm.

My first meeting with William Shake- 


speare was in the boys John at Palatine 
High School in 1962. 


SHAKESPEARE IS A FINK, someone 


had penned with a heavy hand across the 
lavatory door. The greatest playwright in 
the English language had been deftly and in- 
congruously reduced to the level of seatology 
by an unthinking freshman, no doubt. The 
Bard of Avon would have rolled over in 
his well-kept grave. 


What some people will stoop to in order 


to make a point! 


Today is Shakespeare's birthday. The fink 


would have been 413 years old. 


So it is a special day. The man is dead 


and he has lived a long time and he has 
aged not at all. 


Today is also the anniversary of Shake- 


speare's death in 1616, 52 years after his 
birth. There is something for the astrologers 
in that curious fact: the profoundest wit of 
the millennium entered and exited on the 
same day. 


But we digress. 
My actual first meeting with Shakespeare 


had come in junior high school, but, as 
usual, I wasn't paying attention, Our class 
put on a snippet from "Mid-Summer Night's 
Dream." We performed the play inside the 
play from Act V, which was confusing 
enough for a 12-yeat-old mind that was hav- 
ing a hard time grasping improper fractions. 


1 played the Wall. 


"In this same interlude it doth befall 
That I, one Snout by name, present a wall; 
And such a wall, as I would have you think, 
That had in it a crannied hole or chink, 
Through which the lovers, Pyramus and 


Thisbe, 


Did whisper often very secretly..." 
I played it for the groundlings all the 


way. My exit always got a laugh. 
"Thus have I, wall, my part discharged so; 


And, being done, this wall away doth go..." 
Waiting in the wings was a portable radio 


where my classmates were listening to the 
World Series. 


We didn't know it was Shakespeare. Oh, 


we had heard his name before, but we never 
suspected he was responsible for Pyramus 
and Thisbe and the wall with the crannies. 
We thought the play was written by Mrs. 
Magnuson, our speech teacher. 


It was only much later that we were 


struck by the realization that we had per- 
formed Shakespearean comedy on the stage 
—not very well, mind you, and probably 
much worse than we imagined. 


So today is Shakespeare's birthday. Who 


will light the candles? Birnam Wood will 
come to Hoffman Estates before anyone 
gets worked up over Will Shakespeare, not 
to mention Will Shakespeare's birthday. 


There are always a few actors and college 


professors who celebrate Shakespeare's big 
day, but that's because without Shake* 
speare they'd be out of a Job, 


He wrote 37 plays — or 38 or 36 — nobody 


knows for sure. Not everyone is satisfied 
that Shakespeare wrote all the plays that 
have his name on them. He wrote 150- 
odd sonnets, a kind of poem that always had 
14 lines and ended in a rhymed couplet. 
Some people think Shakespeare's love son- 
nets were written to a man. 


He wrote a few other poems, some of them 


long and boring, which nobody looks at at f- 


more. And he did it all more than 350 years 
ago. 


The plays are difficult to read, mostly be- 


cause they were written in Elizabethan Eng- 
lish, which was just a step above Middle 
English. A lot of us have a hard time under- 
standing Modern English. 


Then, too, most of the plays are written al- 


most entirely in verse. 


But we digress. 
The graffiti on the bathroom door was 


eventually washed off or painted over or 
whatever they do to graffiti, but the mes- 
sage remained clear in my mind. Somebody 
thought enough of Shakespeare to slur his 
name for all to see. Somebody really held a 
grudge. 


Throughout Freshman English the teacher 


kept warning us: "Wait till we get to Shake- 
speare, you'll love it." Nobody mentioned 
what was on the bathroom door. 


"Romeo and Juliet." And there was the 
enigma of the ages, Hamlet, the Prince of 
Denmark. 


Every teacher had a different way of 


teaching Shakespeare. But each one of them 
insisted that what we were reading (or in 
some cases skipping) was timeless, im- 
mortal, and probably the finest thing we 
would ever cast our eyes upon. 


It was all so hard to believe. We hated 


Regan and Generil, but we hated Cordelia 
too. Romeo was too selective. Hamlet was a 
boob. lago was the only one we could identify 
with. 


Ettu, Brute? 
We couldn't understand how Shakespeare 


got away with stealing all those story-lines. 


Most of the time we didn't know what was 


going on. He used words that weren't in the 
dictionary — not that we looked them up. 
Sentences were all jumbled, verbs and ad- 


We grumbled through "Silas Marner," we 


wrestled with gerunds and apositives, and 
some of us even laughed at Emily Dickinson. 
Still, in the back of our minds we were ner- 
vously anticipating the arrival of Shake- 
speare. 


Of course, when the old man finally ar- 


rived, he was so far over our heads that we 
grew dizzy just looking at him. We had never 
seen anything like it. The educational system 
had spent ten years teaching us to read and 
write plain English and then — Shakespeare. 


Soon after, the reeducation process began. 


Starting with freshman year we were force- 
fed the classics — from "Julius Caesar," to 
"Macbeth," from "Twelfth Night," to 


jectives popping up in the strangest places. 


It wasn't until much later that some otus 


saw the grim reality of Shakespeare's genius. 
He was a whole lot tougher to understand 
than we thought at first glance. Each of his 
plays had a life of its own buried somewhere 
between the lines or under the Elizabethan 
syntax. It was small comfort to learn that 
scholars had spent lifetimes searching for 
meaning in Shakespeare's words. 


Only then did it occur to me that the 


vulgarism on the bathroom door would have 
been written by a teacher. By a scholar 
perhaps. 


The scholars were the ones who" decided 


that April 23 was the Bard's birthday "No- 


body knows positively when Shakespeare 
was born, but his baptismal papers are ex- 
tant and they are dated April 26,1564 Schol- 
ars simply subtracted three days and ar- 
rived at April 23, a reasonable guess con- 
sidering the custom of the day. 


Actually, it's incredible what the scholars 


have learned about Shakespeare's life. He 
I'Was born in a house that still stands in 
Stratford-upon-Avon in Warwickshire Coun- 
ty. He studied Latin as a youth, probably 
worked in his father's tannery for a while, 
and may have been arrested for stealing 
someone's deer. 


Shakespeare married Anne Hathaway in 


1582 (the license survives) and for a time he 
worked as a schoolmaster. Then in the mid- 
1580s Shakespeare went to London, apparent- 
ly without Mrs Shakespeare, and began tak- 
ing odd jobs in the local theaters. 


He died April 23,1616, some say as a direct 


result of a titanic drinking bout with Ben 
Jonson, another of the Elizabethan heavy- 
weights. Other experts insist Shakespeare 
wasn't a drinker 


In his will, completed just one month be- 


fore his death, Shakespeare lelt his "second- 
best bed" to his wife of thirty-four years. 
No one really knows what the Bard was try- 
ing to say there. 


A lot of other interesting things must have 


happened to Shakespeare but there is little • 
evidence supporting the assumption Some- 
where along the line, it seems clear, he be- 
came the world's greatest playwright. 


How it happened, and why, will never be 


known for certain How mankind's noblest 
words came from the pen of an ordinary 
16th Century Englishman is a mystery as in- 
scrutable as the sphynx. 
i 


But we digress. 
No one. appreciates Shakespeare until it's 


too late. By the time I began to compre- 
hend him, it was much too late to salvage 
any"A"s. 


The key, of course, to understanding 


Shakespeare is to treat him like any other 
writer. Don't be intimidated by the language 
or the lofty reputation. After all, the Bard 
was mortal, as you and I are mortal. 


How do you read Shakespeare? You go to 


any page, you start reading, and you see 
yourself on that page. You turn to another 
page and there you are again. It's uncanny, 
you think. Shakespeare is so common, it's 
unreal. 


Artists, playwrights and poets have been 


struggling for centuries to etch their own 
piece of humanity into time's eternal book, 
then Shakespeare comes along and does it 
for all of us a thousand times over. 


You read it and you think: he took the 


words right out of my mouth. 


My favorite character in all of Shake- 


speare is the Fool in "King Lear " The 
Fool jokes around a lot with the king, pro- 
viding the comic relief in one of Shakespeare's 
grimmer plays. The Fool is an Elizabethan 
Groucho Marx, never really meaning what 
he says but never straying far from the 
truth. 
: 


The king doesn't understand what the 


Fool is trying to tell him because the Fool 
speaks mostly in gibberish. To the king, the 
Fool is just an old fool 


Later, when it is too late for anything 


but'lamentation, Lear says "When we are 
born', we cry that we are come/ To this 
great stage of fools " 


Shakespeare was no fink. He was just an 


old fool. §

The scene at 2122 N. Clark St. in Chicago 


is serene today, six trees growing on a small, 
well-kept grassy lot adjacent to a multi- 
story senior citizen housing project. 


It is a quiet setting somewhat out of place 


amid the traffic bustle surrounding the 
complex. Hardly a place for the site of one 
of the bloodiest events in the annals of 
Chicago crime history, the St. Valentine's 
Day Massacre. 


The spot is among a dozen included in a 


new Chicago tour promotion sponsored by 
My Kind of Town Tours, Highland Park. 
And for the fans of Chicago's more infamous 
and unsavory past this "Mobsters and Mas- 
sacres" tour, which includes more than forty 
miles of sightseeing past some of the most 
famous landmarks in the city, is a journey 
of contrasts. 


Rosalie Dixler, tour director, said the 


Mobsters and Massacres tour, like the twen- 
ty-five others sponsored by the company, is 
designed as an educational rather than an 
emotional promotion. 


"I wanted this to be a historically oriented 


not a sensationally oriented tour," Mrs. 
Dixler said. Because the subject matter of 
the tour relates to an area of Chicago's 
past in which so many myths and legends 
have grown, Mrs. Dixler said she felt the 
need and the market for such a tour was 
great. 


Tour guide for the Mobsters and Massacres 


ride is Victorio Giustino, one of the city's 
most knowledgeable historians. Giustino, 
who has more than 400 books and hundreds 
of slides on the city, teaches an evening

Most of the sites have no special markings 


to commemorate their historic significance 
but Mrs Dixler and Giustino have done their 
Chicago homework well and their narratives 
provide proper descriptions to set the mood 
and scene of the times. 


And the tour offers much in the way of 


historic trivia as well Giustino will explain, 
for example, the story about hew Chicago got 
it's nickname, the Windy City. 


Chicago and New York City in 1892 were 


competing for the honor of hosting the 1893 
Columbian Exhibition, which would mark 
the 400th anniversary of Columbus's dis- 
covery of America 


Chicago promoters, meeting in Pans w ith 


sponsors of the exhibition, were cntici/ed 
by New York City promoters as being "a 
bunch of wind bags from the Midwest " 


The talking and promoting paid off in the 


end for the Chicago backers, who won the 
city not only the rights to hold the exhibition 
but a new and apt description as well The

Shakespeare lives! 
He lives each summer in cities and ham- 


lets across North America where Eliza- 
bethan aficionados resurrect the bard's 
immortal words and project them to en- 
raptured audiences. 


No miitter how humble the theater, from a 


lent to a multi-million dollar tribute to the 
art of drama, Shakespeare always seems to 
muke himself welcome. Summer theaters 
and Shakespearean festivals proclaim un- 
tiying admiration for the bard with full 
houses and standing room only audiences. 


Why have Shakespeare's works remained 


so popular hundreds of years after he wrote 
them? Perhaps it is the secret fantasy of 
the actor in all of us to stand before a cul- 
tured audience waxing eloquent as one of 
Shakespeare's classic characters. We con- 
clude the scene with a dramatic gesture and 
the crowd bursts into applause. Shouts of 
"bravo!" ring in our ears proving to us 
once more that all the world's a stage. 


There is something magical about Shake- 


speare. Something that draws Shakespeare 
lovers to summer theaters presenting his 
works and festivals in his honor. Two of the 
most popular are the Stratford Festival at 
Stratford in Southern Ontario, Canada and 
the Oregon Shakespearean Festival in Ash- 
land. Ore. For many years the Shake- 
spearean theater in Stratford, Conn., was 
also counted among the favorites but this 
year, for the first time in many years, there 
will be no Shakespearean production due to 
financial difficulties. 


Canada's Stratford Festival celebrates its 


25th season this summer. It has come a long 
way from its humble beginnings back in 
1953 when 08,087 theater-goers turned out at 
forty-two performances during the 6-weck 
festival. By 1975 the festival had stretched 
to 21 weeks with 362 performances drawing 
437,302 visitors. Last year's attendance was 
roughly half a million. 


i 
But there's more to do in Stratford than 


Simply taking in a play or two in the festi- 


val's two theaters. Visitors also attend con- 
certs and art exhibits, browse through 
quaint shops in the area, explore the country- 
side or simply stroll through the city's 
beautiful gardens and grounds done in a 
Shakespearean setting. 


The Stratford Festival had its beginning 


with Tom Patterson, a journalist in Strat- 
ford, who dreamed of staging a Shake- 
spearean festival here in the Canadian 
namesake of the poet's English birthplace. 
Patterson brought renowned director Ty- 
rone Guthrie to Stratford to explore the 
idea and together the two men worked to 
collect money needed to finance the ven- 
ture. 


July 13, 1953 was opening night. "Richard 


111" starring Sir Alec Guinness was staged 
in a huge circus tent that housed the festival 
stage. The first festival was such an over- 
whelming success that the festival became 
an annual event. In 1957 the Festival Theatre 
was constructed and in 1963 the Festival 
foundation acquired Stratford's old Avon 
Theatre, then a cinema, and began to re- 
furbish it. The festival's Shakespearean 
plays were first performed at the Avon in 
1975. 


Today the Stratford Festivalhas become' 


the most critically acclaimed repertory 
theater in North America and the festival 
has become a grand production .employing 
some 622 people at the height of the season. 
Theater goers come here from all ten Cana- 
dian provinces, the fifty United States and 
at least fifty other countries. 


A total of ten productions will be featured 


during this year's festival, five on the Avon 
Stage and five on the Festival Stage. The 
1977 season runs from June 6 to October 15. 


Leading off at. the Festival Theatre will be 


Shakespeare's 
"A Midsummer Night's 


Dream" running June 6 to Aug. 10 followed 
by two productions commemorating the 
25th season, "All's Well That End's Well" 
June 7 - Sept. 22 and "Richard III" June 8 to 
Oct. 15, the same two plays that opened the 
festival back in 1953. 


Also at the Festival Theatre this year will 


be "Much Ado About Nothing" Aug. 16 to' 
Oct. 15 and "As You Like It" Aug. 18 to 
Oct. 14. 


The Avon Theatre will open with Shake- 


speare's tragic love story "Romeo and 
Juliet" running June 6 to Oct. 15. Four non- 
Shakespearean plays fill out the remainder 
of the schedule at the Avon. "Ghosts" by 
Henrik Ibsen, whose frank treatment of a 
taboo theme shocked the polite society of the 
19th Century, will run from June 7 to Oct. 1. 
"Miss Julie," a dark and powerful play by 
19th 
Century Swedish dramatist August 


Strindberg will run from June 8 to Sept. 22. 
"The Guardsman," Ferenc Molnar's high 
style comedy set in turn-of-the-century 
Vienna runs from June 9 to Sept. 23. Run- 
ning Sept, 27 to Oct. 15 will be Noel Coward's 
comedy "Hay Fever." 


Ticket prices for the Festival Theatre 


range from $3.50 to $12.50 and at the Avon 
Theatre seats are from $3.50 to $10.50. There 
are afternoon and evening performances 
. and seats are more expensive on opening 
night.

, Vacationers planning a visit to Stratford 
this summer should remember that the 
festival has become very popular. Tickets 
should be ordered as far in advance as 
possible and reservations for accommoda- 
tions should also be made well in advance.

Lodging at hotels and motels in the area is 


available at prices ranging from $15 for a 
single room to $65 for four persons sharing 
a suite. Camping facilities can be found 
nearby. The Stratford Camp Grounds are 
within a 10-minute walk of the Festival 


Theatre and the Windmill Trailer Park is 
18 miles from Stratford. 


For many years the people of Stratford 


have been helping to welcome visitors by 
opening their homes to guests. The festival 
foundation takes requests for guest rooms in 
private homes at prices ranging from $3 for 
a cot to $14 for a set of twin beds. 


- The city of Stratford, located about 125 
miles nor.theast of Detroit, was originally a 
stopping point on the historic Huron Trail. 
Back in the 1830's the route on the trail 
between Guelph and Goderick was a two- 
day trek. A half way house, called the Shake- 
speare Inn, was built to accommodate 
travelers and it became the first permanent 
building in Stratford. In the years that fol- 
lowed the community grew along the river, 
which was then named the Little Thames, 
later re-named the Avon River when the 
village took the name Stratford, after Eng- 
land's Stratford-on-Avon. 


During the early part of the century the 


river was dammed to flood a swampland 
creating Lake Victoria and providing nat- 
ural power for the town mill. Stratford's 
city planners set aside 175 acres of park- 
land, which, together with the friendly at- 
mosphere of the city, makes Stratford a re- 
laxing place to visit at any time of the 
year. 


Stratford is a city meant for walking 


Visitors exploring on foot walk around Lake 
Victoria and through the city's parks past 
many points of interest. Queen's Park has 
picnic spots beneath tall shade trees or 
by the water's edge where swans and ducks 
share your lunch if you care to feed them. 
Past the pond and twisting paths of Con- 
federation Park, a tribute to Canada's Cen- 
tennial in 1967, is the Gallery/Stratford. 
The building once housed the city water- 
works but now has a display of sculpture. 
As a tribute to the Festival's 25th Anniver- 
sary the Gallery is mounting an exhibit of 
costumes that have been used in festival 
productions since 1953. An unusual park 
in Stratford is the Shakespearean Garden 
which was created almost 50 years ago on 
the site of a burned out woolen mill. In the 
style of an English formal garden, the park 
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has flower and herb beds, narrow paths 
and a tranquil river lagoon. The chimney 
of the old mill serves as a bird house and 
near the center of the garden is a bust of 
Shakespeare. 


Stratford's residential and commercial 


areas are also ideal for strolling. The city's 
older neighborhoods are stately and serene 
with broad lawns and towering shade trees. 
At the heart of the city in Market Square 
is the Dutch roco-styled City Hall and 
southeast of the square is the Avon Theatre. 
The streets around the Theatre are lined 
with shops and boutiques. Behind the theatre 
on Waterloo Street is a restaurant in an ele- 
gant old church. 


Among the special activities planned dur- 


ing the festival this summer are pop, folk 
and dance concerts held on Monday 


evenings at the Festival Theatre Gordon 
Lightfoot Is scheduled to appear July 4. 
Ella Fitzgerald July 11, Sylvia Tyson July 
18, the Preservation Hall Jazz Band July 25. 
Anna Russell on August 22 arid Keith Jar 
rett on August 29 ^Tickets range from $6 50 
to $8,50. 


Art exhibits are also a part ol the special 


activities during the festival There will be a 
free art show on Riverside Drive every 
Wednesday, Saturday and Sunday this 
summer where visitors can talk with artists 
displaying their work. An arts and crafts 
festival is also scheduled in the Stratford 
Arena July 8-10. 


Visitors with an urge for sightseeing can 


explore the rolling countryside aroQnd 
Stratford in short driving trips. 


East of Stratford visitors come upon the 


village of Shakespeare with its antique 
stores and.specialty shops, Further east is 
the town of New Hamburg with the historic- 
Scott house now restored as the Waterlot 
Restaurant. .Then there's Baden, another 
center for antiques and the twin cities of 
Kitchener-Waterloo where the farmers 
market reflects the area's German heritage. 


South of Stratford is the area's prime 


recreational area, Wildwood Park. There's 
a lake for fishing, sailing and water skiing. 
Nearby is the old town of St. Mary's which 
is another favorite swimming spot. 


Shakespeare lovers planning to travel out 


West this summer will find much to see and 
do in Oregon. In addition to the perfor- 
mances of Shakespeare's plays at the 
Oregon Shakespearean Festival in Ashland, 
Ore., there will be special exhibitions, lec- 
tures, concerts and banquets in connection 
with the festival. Festival visitors with an 
urge for exploring can tour a gold mining 
town, visit an Indian museum, walk through 
a cave, and go rafting on a river all within 
a 100-mile radius of the festival grounds. 


Seven plays are being presented in three 


theaters during the summer season of the 
Oregon Shakespearean Festival June 11 to 
Sept. 18. 


Productions in the Angus Bowmer Theatre 


will be "The Rivals," a comedy set in 18th 
Century Bath, "Measure for Measure," one 
of Shakespeare's visions of the quest for 
spiritual grace, and Tennessee Williams' 
masterpiece "A Streetcar Named Desire."

An exhibit of 40 years of festival history 


including costumes and set pieces, will be 
shown in the historic Swedenberg House on 
the Southern Oregon State College campus. 
The exhibit is open daily during the festival 
and admission is $1 adults and 50 cents 
children. 


Every Monday through Friday at noon 


beginning June 20 the Institute of Renais- 
sance Studies will present a "Renaissance 
Potpourri" of lectures, readings, songs and 
dances performed by scholars and actors. 
Admission is $1 per session or $10 for the 
series. Members of the festival company 
will present "Park Talks" each Tuesday 
and Thursday at noon beginning June 21 in 
Lithia Park. Visitors should bring a picnic 
lunch and join in a discussion of the festi- 
val's play's. 


As part of festival activities festival mu- 


sicians and dancers will perform at 7:15 
nightly in an "Elizabethan Pleasure Fair" 
in the courtyard of the theater complex. 
Festival musicians will also give concerts 
at selected dates during the festival and 
admission will be $1 per person. 


"The Feast of Will," a giant barbecue in 


Lithia Park, will be held on June 17 to herald 
the opening of the festival's summer season. 
Tickets are $6. On July 17 the Institute of 
Renaissance Studies will hold an authentic 
Renaissance Feast on the Southern Oregon 
State College campus. Reservations are 
required. 


Just 15 miles from Ashland, Ore. is the 


historic town'of Jacksonville. The 120-year- 
old gold mining town features old homes, 
shops, many antiques and a museum. In 
nearby Klamath Falls festival visitors can 
lour the Favell Museum of Western Art and 
Artifacts which has an outstanding col- 
lection of Indian artifacts and the works of 
more than 150 Western artists. The mus'eum' 
is open daily. 


About 91 miles from Ashland is Crater 


Lake, one of the most popular tourist sites 
in the, area. Reservations for overnight 
accommodations in the lodge should be 
placed well in advance. Lodging is also 
available at Oregon Caves National Monu- 
ment, 93 miles west of Ashland. Guided 
tours of the majestic caverns are given 
year round. 


Those who would like to combine their 


appreciation of Shakespeare with a wilder- 
ness adventure need go no further thari 
Oregon's Rouge River. Several outfitters in 
the area offer guided excursions over the 
Rogue's white waters. Jet boat rides through 
Hellgate Canyon are available and three to 
five day excursions on a river raft can also 
be arranged.

Starved Kock State Park is located on the 


south bank of the Illinois Kivcr and can be 
reached by taking 1-BO west ol Ottawa to 
the Utica exit and then south about three 
miles on Kte 178 


Starved Kock gets us name From an Indian 


legend which says that during the 17<i()'s a 
group of llhni Indians took refuge atop a 
125-foot sandstone outcrop, now called Starved 


Weekend 


Rock, to escape an attack of the- Ottawa- 
Potawatomi Indians. The rock was sur- 
rounded and the lllini were starved into 
submission 


The first Europeans to enter the area 


around Starved Kock were a group of five 
French "voyageurs" led by Louis Jolliet 
and accompanied by Father Jacques Mar- 
queUe In 1673 they canoed up the Illinois 
River stopping just east of what is now 
Starved Rock, Two years later Father Mar- 
quette returned and founded a mission in the 
area. Today a stone memorial stands in his 
honor in Utica, 111 


In 16B3 Ft. St Louis was built atop Starved 


Rock .serving as a base for French activities 
in the West While the Iroquois Indians raided 
the area in the I690's the King of France 
decided to suspend trading in the area and 
the fort was abandoned, fell into disrepair 
and eventually disappeared. In 1911 Starved 


Log cabins found on park grounds can be rented by visitors and rooms are also available in Starved Rock Lodge. 


Rock was purchased by the slate as a park 
and land around the rock was acquired. To- 
day the park has grown to 2,022 acres 


The park has nineteen canyons, sandstone 


bluffs and overhangs carved out by the melt 
waters of glaciers The sandstone is colored 
m rustic hues due to mineral deposits in the 
area 
White Oak, Sugar Maple and Hop 


Hornbeam are common trees in the lorest 
and springtime brings out wildflowers such 
as Partridge Pea, Marsh Marigold, Fox 
gloves, Wild Phlox, Solomon's Seal, Dutch 
man's Breeches and Trout Lily All told 
there are nearly tiOO species of plants in the 
park The wildlife population includes grey 
and fox squirrels, chipmunk, deer, fox, 
opossum, woodchuck. racoon, muskrat and 
beaver Birdwatchers find red-headed wood- 
peckers. rough-witiKcd swallows, water 
thrushes, cedar waxwings and barred owls 


The park has a visitor center which is open 


daily year round Leading out from the visi 
tor center is a sell-guiding interpretive 
nature trail. A booklet is furnished to guide 
visitors on the way and point out the various 
flora and fauna on the trail All park trails 
are open year round Visitors should exercise 
extreme caulion on climbing the trails as 
many hikers have been injured or killed in 
climbing accidents in the park. Climbing up 
the rock walls is not permitted and swim- 
ming is prohibited in areas where there is a 
dangerous undertow 


Campgrounds m the park are open year 


round Boats may be launched from a rarnp 
near the west end of the camping area 


Situated on a high bluff just southwest of 


Starved Rock is one of the Midwest's most 
famous and oldest public lodges. The log 
and stone lodge was built in the 1930's 
by the Civilian Conservation Corps. Remi- 
niscent of the peaceful atmosphere of yester- 
year the lodge has a large fireplace in the 
lounge, Indian decor, and a pine-paneled 
dining room. Wooden lawn chiiirs are scat- 
tered across the grounds where visitors relax 
as they ga/e across the forest and river 
vistas. 


A double room in the lodge is $45.50 meals 


included or $22 without meals. South of the 
lodge is the Teepee House with five single 
rooms which are $46.50 with meals and $23 
without. To the west and east of the lodge 
are twelve log cabins with baths and air- 


conditioning. A double room in a cabin is $41 
with meals and $17.50 without meals

The Royal Shakespeare Company has opened its 1977 season at Stratford- 


upon-Avon, England with an experimental production of Macbeth directed 
by Trevor Nunn. 


A young company will be playing this summer in nine plays, the most am- 


bitious season in the company's history. Coming on May 6 will be "A Midsum- 
mer Night's Dream" directed by John Barton. Then follows a musical version 
of "The Comedy of Errors," opening on May 10. 


All three of Shakespeare's Henry VI plays will be staged this year for,the 


first time. They will open in July. Then in August will come a new production 
of "Henry V." New productions of "As You Like It" and "Coriolanus" will 
follow in September and November.

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A former agent 
defends the CIA

Meeting a spy, even a retired one, can be interesting especially 


when you know he knows more than he is willing to admit he knows. 


That is the way it is with twenty-five year Central Intelligence 


Agency veteran Harry Rositzke. At 66, Rositzke is not a swash- 
buckling figure and he has little interest in recounting adventures 
from his "spy days." 


The anecdotes are saved for his new book, "The CIA's Secret 


Operations," Me prefers to talk about the future and some of the 
blunders being pinned on the intelligence community by the news 
media and other branches of government. 


Reading his book and conversing with Rositzke leads to the con- 


clusion that he had a story to tell and he wanted to tell it without en- 
dangering other agents or operations. It also leads to the con- 
clusion that the author and the CIA have properly sanitized 
the book. 


"That's to label it and me as an apologist. What you have 


to do is read the book. To be pro-CIA now you have to say, 'It 
was pretty good, it is pretty good, now leave it alone' and that 
is just nonsense." 


That out of the way, Rositzke is content to sit back in an 


easy chair and chainsmoke L & M's and suggest that there is 
not as much mystery to the CIA and other elements of the in- 
telligence community as the public is led to believe. 


Sans cloak and dagger, Rositzke offers some analysis on 


the more spectacular revelations involving the CIA. 


He rates as nonsense the American effort to secretly smug- 


gle arms to Angola through Zaire at a time when Russia and 
Cuba were openly helping fight the civil war there. 


"You know I can't prove it, but it was so easy to use the 


secret budget, and the argument was that the Congress would 
resist. This was a very useful thing for the imperial presi- 
dency, "he said. 


He assigns that excuse to many other CIA programs, like 


the Bay of Pigs invasion or the effort to secretly operate 
Radio Free Europe, 


"We spent all this time setting up dummy operations and 


secretly moving funds through secret corporations and then it 
was blown. Now you have situations like (President Jimmy) 
Carter asking for $10 million for Radio Free Europe and 
everybody goes along with it. It is just nonsense to try to 
hide these things," he said. 


Rositzke said CIA officials who may have objected to some 


proposals from the president resist because they were trying 
to build the agency or feared saying no to the president. 


A quarter decade in the spy business has not made Rositzke 


a rich man because despite the exotic work situation, CIA 
personnel are paid at the same civil pay scale as a mailman 
or IRS agent. 


Rositzke agrees that a "bright young guy right out of 


college with a language background might make $12,000 to 
start. The same goes for foreigners recruited by the CIA be- 


cause "You can only give them a couple hundred dollars a 
month or they start eating in the best restaurants and some- 
one begins to notice." 


Now Rositzke says the most expensive aspect of spying 


goes for covert operations like the CIA secret army in Laos 
during the Vietnam debacle and the intelligence satellites 
that circle the earth. 


If it had not been for the efforts to blame at least part of 


the Watergate scandal on the CIA, Rositzke might have 
been content to sit on his farm in Virginia and raise cattle. 


"It did not occur to me to write a book about my old career 


until 1973-74 when the first dirty notes about the CIA came out 
and all of the sinister suggestions were made," Rositzke said. 


"With Watergate and the Vietnam war it almost looked 


evil or sinister to help the American secret service. Now the 
CIA has to keep it's nose clean. Once you tag something as 
evil then you get into our favorite game — 'association. 
This is not unlike what we did in the 1950s with Communism. 


* 


In matter of fact tones, Rositzke talks about the need for 


intelligence and its place in government. He is clearly rankled 
by some of the condemnation that has occurred and now is 
saddened by the current state of affairs. 


"It is just too bad, because of the hate, resentment and 


suspicion," he said with a note of regret in his voice. 


He believes the nation will find another target for criticism 


besides the CIA, the same way-people eventually left behind 
the Communist menace in the '50s and the evil predictions 
about munitions dealers and bankers before World War I. 


Rositzke does not plan to "write more about the CIA. His 


next book will deal with American-Soviet relations. But much 
like his belief that CIA agents should retire at 50, Rositzke 
thinks he has to get away from the spy business and do some- 
thing else. 


"I had a stimulating career — with the five years in New 


Delhi the most stimulating culturally and politically — but 1 
have always thought you ought to give something up aftei 
twenty years and I am glad I did." 


'Secret Operations9 


gives a laundered 
view of the CIA 


THE CIA'S SECRET OPERATIONS by Harry Rositzke 
(Readers Digest Press, $12.95).

It just had to happen. With all of the negative jabs at the 


Central Intelligence Agency, it is not unexpected that one of 
the old hands would come out of retirement to write about his 
career and the agency. 


Harry Rositzke has done just that. Admitting he was his 


own censor, "The CIA's Secret Operations" comes across as 
an intriguing but somewhat defensive reminiscence about 
the infant days of the CIA. 
, 


Maybe it is natural cynicism that causes a reader to wonder 


how accurate a glimpse is being offered of this agency after 
the author admits he is telling no secrets and the CIA re- 
viewed the book before publication. 


Rositzke criticizes the agency and some of its activities. 


He goes as far as labeling the twenty year domestic mail 
opening program as illegal, but he is not beyond pointing out 
the CIA's illegal programs were miniscule compared with 
those of the FBI. 


Rositzke, who operates a farm thirty miles from the CIA's 


headquarters in Langeley, Virginia, separates his book into 
sections on covert, espionage and counter espionage activities. 
In each section, he recounts some personal experiences, a 
few anecdotes from friends and some of the data that has 
been previously developed by several government commis- 
sions. 


The author offers some interesting insight into the operation 


of the agency and the insiders point of view can be intriguing. 


Rositzke matter of factly talks about the agency using 


tourists to Europe and the Soviet Union to gather intelligence 
information. He also routinely talks about the covert effort 
to dictate the operations of-foreign government. 


In general there seems to be little concern for the fact that 


the CIA does more than just gather information abroad. 


He does get upset with CIA operations like the Bay of Pigs 


invasion. Rositzke argues that if the government wanted to 
oust Premier Fidel Castro it should have done it openly rather 
than attempt the poorly executed secret assault approach. 


Rositzke is also anxious to note that nothing the CIA at- 


tempted was done without the knowledge of the president. 
Frequently, the author writes, presidents suggested some of 
the more controversial adventures undertaken by the CIA. 


But, the limited criticism and pro-intelligence gathering 


aside, Rositzke .is eager to point out how some intelligence 
gathering activities allowed the government to keep abreast 
of Soviet arms development. 


In some very general, and not too well documented terms, 


Rositzke maintains some bits of information saved govern-

A double agent infiltrates the Central Intelligence Agency 


THE MOLE by DanSherman (Arbor, $7.95).

There is a growing body of evidence that suggests writing 


fiction about the Central Intelligence Agency cannot be^s 
good as writing fact. 


Author Dan Sherman is the latest to testify. 
With tales of Howard Hughes, the CIA and the Glomar' 


Explorer trying to snatch a sunken Soviet submarine from the 
ocean's floor, how can a routine chase story about a double 
spy in the CIA compete. 


Sherman writes a "women get killed, split personality 


CIA agent-avenger chases killer, agent slaughters assorted 
bad guys, chief bad guy gets caught" tale. It's predictable 
and that is probably the weakest part of the book. The trick 
ending is clear at least thirty pages ahead of time. 


"The Mole" turns out to be a predictable suspect too. 


"The Mole" is a double agent who left his homeland right 


after World War II to infiltrate the CIA. For more than twenty 
years he has operated within the intelligence agency, his 
identity concealed. 


Agent-avenger Peter Jaeger becomes involved as he sets 


dut to solve the death of a veteran agent who was killed while - 
tracking down the infiltrator's identity. 


For an action book, "The Mole" moves Slowly and is punc- 


tuated with several winding scenes involving the search 
through the CIA computer, affectionately called Octopus, for 
clues to the Mole's identity. If Jaeger had not teamed with a 
bumbling desk jockey for the mission, the clues could have 
been found much sooner. But that would have made this al- 
ready slim book even slimmer. 


The secret identity of the Mole is hidden from the reader 


through most of the book, mainly because Sherman ignores 


it. Once the reader determines there is an identity to decipher, 
the solution is nearly automatic. 


Even the obligatory sex scenes starring Jaeger, a near- 


psycho with cat-like reflexes, are not well done. 


If there is a well done element of the book, it might be the 


sheer violence exuding from super spook Jaeger and the thugs 
that chase him. The carnage is both voluminous and well de- 
tailed. The best example was the methodical foot pursuit 
through Disneyland where an assassin trails Jaeger, his wo- 
man and her daughter. 


Jaeger finally ices the bad guy during a ride through the 


Haunted Mansion. 


Spy books in general are paling in the shadow of con- 


temporary history and Dan Sherman has proved that creating 
an absorbing, innovative literary effort about this agency is a 
big task. 
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'Everest* lacks 
the thrill of an 
adventure tale 


EVEREST THE HARD WAY by Chris Bon- 
ington (Random House, $12.95)

"Everest The Hard Way" by Chrir, Bon- 


Ington should have been a good book. The 
story has all the elements of a natural 
drama. 


Bonlngton organized a group of men to 


tackle Everest and decided to try the hard- 
est route to the top, at the wrong time of 
year. 


It's the man against the mountain motif 


which prepares the reader for all the classic 
thrills and misadventures any such under- 
taking entails. 


Unfortunately, Bonington never brings 


the suspense and adventure one hopes for 
Into his book. 


Instead, he spends page after countless 


page detailing the types of equipment he 
plans to use and how he agonizes over meet- 
ing his schedule and picking his climbers. 


The result is not a spine-tingling adventure 


book, but a dreary how-to manual for the 
would-be Everest climber. 


Such lines as, "Back at base camp, there 


were crampons to fit to boots, all the face 
boxes to be erected then dismantled... the 
Sherpas issue to complete of karbiners and 
lengths of nylon rope ..." cause the reader 
to scratch his head in dismay and wonder if 
Bonington is writing in the same language 
the reader is trying to read. 


And at times he is not. A native Briton, 


Bonington often lapses into British slang as 
well as British mountain climbing jargon in 
his writings, making some passages totally 
incomprehensible to the American reader. 


But "Everest The Hard Way" does have 


its bright spots. One is the amazing collec- 
tions of color photos expedition members 


shot while trying to climb the mountain. The 
stark beauty of repeated shots of the top of 
Everest and surrounding mountains do 
much to answer the proverbial question of 
"Why climb the mountain?" 


Another element which helps answer that 


question is the frequent excerpts from the 
diaries of expedition members Bonington 
intermingles with his narrative. 


"It's a strange sensation to plod upwards, 


the only sound one's own breathing and the 
thump of the oxygen valve. So much of this 
expedition is self-preservation keeping warm 
and fed, pacing oneself, looking after one's 
fingers and toes," writes expedition mem- 
ber Pete Boardman, expressing the chal- 
lenge expedition members must have felt- 
but which Bonington fails to convey in his 
writings. 


Perhaps realizing his own short-comings 


as a dramatic narrator, Bonnington wisely 
leaves the writing of the chapter on the ex- 
pedition's try for the top to the two men who 
made the successful attempt and they do a 
passable, at times interesting, job of relat- 
ing their climb. 


"I don't think anything we did or said 


that night was very rational or planned. We 
were suffering from lack of oxygen, cold 
and tiredness but we had a terrible will to 
get through the night; all our survival in- 
stincts came right up front, These and our 
wills saw the night to a successful end," 
writes climber Dougal Haston of the day he 
and a fellow climber made the summit but 
then had to spend the night in a hole carved 
out of snow because they had run out of day- 
light to find their way back down. 


Perhaps if Bonington had put together a 


Life-Look style picture book with sparse 
copy from team members he would have 
been more successful in conveying the ex- 
citement and the challenge of tackling the 
world's highest mountain. 


But as it stands, "Everest The Hard Way" 


does not match up to other man against 
nature books. In his 189 pages of text and 107 
pages of appendices, Bonington remains too 
technical, too calm and too detached from 
the story to make it one readers can feel. 


Guides to Tut's treasures 


TUTANKHAMUN: HIS TOMB AND ITS 
TREASURES, text by I.E.S. Edwards; 
Katharine Stoddert Gilbert, editor (Knopf, 
$35)

With the arrival of the treasures of the 


ancient Egyptian king Tutankhamun in Chi- 
cago, curiosity about the young pharoah, his 
life, his tomb and his golden possessions has 
reached fever pitch. More than a million 
people are expected to view the Tut exhibit 
at the Field Museum during its four-month 
stay in Chicago and many will walk away 
with a trinket, a souvenir or a book wrapped 
in a special Tut bag. 


One of the offerings on sale at the Field 


gift shop and bookstores in the metropolitan 
area is the handsome volume "Tutank- 
hamun, His Tomb and Its Treasures," pub- 
lished by The Metropolitan Museum of Art 
and Alfred A. Knopf, Inc., with a text by 
Egyptologist I.E.S. Edwards and forward 
by Thomas Hoving, Director of the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art. 


The book, according to Hoving, was "de- 


liberately planned as a step-by-step trip 
through the richly furnished funerary cham- 
bers of a pharaoh who lived during one of 
the most splendid periods of ancient Egypt." 


It is a must for those interested in seeing 


more than the fifty-five pieces in the travel- 
ing exhibit. It opens with a brief passage on 
Tutankhamun and moves immediately to 
the search in the Valley of the Kings for the 
lost tomb of the boy king. 


Black and white photographs by Harry 


Burton, taken in 1922 during the discovery 
of the tomb, are juxtaposed with the bril- 
liant color photographs of Lee Boltin, shot 
with the special -permission of the Cairo 
Museum where the treasures are housed. 


The mix of photographs affords the read- 


er the opportunity to re-enter the cluttered, 
ransacked tomb, as it was when arche- 
ologists unsealed its doors, while appreciat- 
ing the splendor of the renovated treasures. 
As you tour the tomb with Burton and 
Edwards you can spot the footsteps of the 
thieves that apparently broke into the tomb 
soon after the death of Tut and watch the 


delicate procedure of lifting the layers of 
coffins from the sarcophagus. 


The text reveals tidbits of trivia on the 


significance of each of the treasures buried 
with Tutankhamun and recreates the excite- 
ment archeologist Howard Carter and his 
patron, Lord Carnarvon, experienced during 
their discovery. 


The value of this volume is in its photo- 


graphs for it concentrates on the treasures 
and lacks the lengthy historic text on the 
short reign of Tut, his predecessors and 
those that followed him. But for those caught 
up in the current Tut-mania there are other 
books that will meet those needs. And, to 
date, there is only this singular edition offer- 
ing such a complete panorama of visuals. 


TREASURES OF TUTANKHAMUN by I.E.S. 
Edwards (Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
$6.95)

"Treasures of Tutankhamun" is the offi- 


cial catalog of the exhibition of fifty-five ob- 
jects from the tomb of the boy-king now on 
display at the Field Museum, and a stunning 
souvenir.

That Elvis Presley, what a guy, huh? They 


used to have the audacity to call him Sir 
Swivel Hips (ughl). Or, or, get this one now: 
Elvis the Pelvis (yechl). Ah, but we knew 
differently, didn't we? 


Why, we knew he was a superstar. A million- 


aire superstar! Warmth, style, sexuality. 
Wow! The King! Long live the King! The 
father of rock 'n roll! Wow! And believe it or

Without a doubt, the CIA is one of those 


captivating elements of American govern- 
ment and the intrigue involved creates a 
large degree of curiosity about the agency. 


The author freely declares his preferences 


throughout the book and while there may be 
the lingering question about his candor or 
objectivity, the perspective Rositzke offers 
is certainly different from other current 
writings.

conceived notions about the reported abuses 
and indiscretions of the nation's most secre- 
tive and sensitive agency. 


not, after all this time he is still the same mild- 
mannered, considerate, unassuming, charm- 
ing, down-to-earth kind of a sex symbol that 
he was when he came out of the South more 
than twenty years ago.

Throughout we are told in a redundancy that 


is a May Mann trademark that Miss Mann is 
one of the few reporters to speak the truth 
about Elvis, that she is one of the few who has 
been able to write objectively. We get a hint of 
her objectivity early as she describes her first 
meeting with him: 


"I gasped literally, admiring his tall boyish 


handsomeness, his hazel eyes (which are 
sometimes brown and sjometimes blue). What 
a complete surprise he is! Wow! He'd sung 
with rhythm — crazy, mad, wild, urgent and 
demanding! and now in a happy mood, he was 
humming, 'Love Me Tender,' caressing.each 
syllable. The words came softly with a quality 
of magnetism inherent and effortless — plainly 
hypnotic." 


From there, she went on to ask why he 


thought his Christmas album had been banned 
by some radio stations and other equally 
"daring questions." 


Of course, Elvis wasn't just born; he "first 


saw the light of day." And he isn't quoted as 
just having said something, he "allowed 
graciously" or "gently remonstrated" or 
"sighed" or "exclaimed" or "replied with a 
smile," which shouldn't be confused with 
"replied frankly" or "replied good-naturedly." 


learn that when Presley met with President 
Nixon in 1972, it wasn't just a social affair. 
No sir, Presley "was sent for to discuss urgent 


It must be admitted, however, that we do 


learn things from this book. For example, we 
needs of tremendous national importance." 


Miss Mann points this out in making a case 


that Presley should be elected President and • 
in trying to say — with no tongue in cheek — 
that politicians were trying to draft his candi- 
dacy: "the possibility of Elvis becoming 
President of our country became a real 
possibility." 


Perhaps, we are being too critical. We must 


point out that Miss Mann gives "both sides" 
in her book. 


She points out that Presley does have faults. 


For example, he's a poor letter-writer, he was 
jilted by two girls as a teen-ager, he rebelled 
against his parents as a 14 year old and as a 
kid he didn't like to take baths. 


Such are the things that movie magazines 


are made of. 


In the final analysis, that is Miss Mann's 


biggest failing in "Elvis and the Colonel." She 
is no more than the classic, Hollywood story- 
teller and this comes off as no more than the 
classic Hollywood pulp. 


She contends that Elvis is, in the end, human 


like the rest of us. It is an argument that may 
be correct. But her description fails to show 
he is. It shows only the plastic, promotional 
image. 


Early in the book, she discusses an interview 


with Presley in which "he spoke of things he 
had never wanted to see in print." 


If he did, he got what he wanted. Those 


things certainly are not in print here.

MAJESTY. ELIZABETH II AND THE 
HOUSE OF WINDSOR by Robert Lacey 
(Harcourt Brace Javonovich. $12.95)

We may have thrown out a king in 1776, 


but Americans are still suckers for monar- 
chies. 


That has to account for the popularity of 


Robert Lacey'9 "mid-reign report" on Eliza- 
beth II of England The book, whose publica- 
tion coincides with Elizabeth's Silver Jubilee 
year on the throne, is filled with the kind of 
gossipy trivia that delights those who can 
view monarchs from a distance. 


Lacey is at pains in his prologue to explain 


that this is not an "authorized" biography. 
British monarchs have only one of those, 
written by a selected author after their 
deaths. 


Even so, Lacey is friendly to the Queen. 


Even his criticism of her handling of various 
crises involving Tory prime ministers in the 
late 1950s is handled with kid gloves. Lacey 
writes about one such controversial situa- 
tion: "It was a miscalculation for Elizabeth 
II to let it appear she had selected a prime 
minister to run her country solely on the 
say-so of two elderly men with no clearly 
defined constitutional function...It was a 


naive view of how public opinion worked, 
and could only be excused in terms of her 
secluded upbringing." 


Excusing Lacey's partisanship, however, 


makes "Majesty" an entertaining diversion 
if one has the appetite for endless details 
about the trips, habits and family of a 
monarch who, he admits, is "politically 
powerless " 


On one of the most interesting questions 


about Elizabeth — whether she will eventu- 
ally abdicate in favor of son Charles — 
Lacey steers a careful middle ground. His 
sources indicate she has mentioned the 
possibility, but it is "unlikely." More likely 
she will pass some of her duties to him, to 
"assuage the guilt of observers unhappy to 
see her toiling in old age, while preserving 
that vocational aura which also wreathes 
the holy, the healing and the military until 
death." 


The overall impression left of the book's 


principal character is a pleasant one. Eliza- 
beth II is, as Lacey describes her, a. nice 
lady with an appropriate sense of the occa- 
sional absurdity of her position. 


The book also makes clear, particularly 


in the details of the various crises over 
Princess Margaret's love life, that being 
royalty is tough. Elizabeth, Lacey says, 
wanted her sister's happiness, -but also had 
to uphold the monarchy. She was, he says, 
"frustrated" in her private hopes. 


When future historians ponder present-day 


Britian, Lacey's book, at most, will be a 
minor resource for them. But for- today's 
royalty buff, the book provides interesting 
fare. 


This house plant 
decorating book 
misses the mark 
THE HOUSE PLANT DECORATING BOOK 
by Vlrginie F. & George A. Elbert (Dutton,

Looking for a book on decorating with 


house plants that has lots of intriguing 
photos and visual stimuli for making your 
home with plants exciting? Keep looking. 
Someone is bound to put one together. 


Can you relate to wall hung lavaboes filled 


with plants, indoor trellis frames, sunken 
wall niches, built-in retaining walls, shallow 
bays with embrasures, fish tank terrariums, 
or shoji screening to create fake window 
walls? 


Does the reader want to know which plants 


will compliment his contemporary, tradi- 
tional, Early American, antique motif or 
Early Attic pad? Which plants can be com- 
bined to create a feeling of peace, masculin- 
ity, or an exotic, romantic or delicate effect? 
Who knows? The information isn't here. 


The authors seem fond of floor gardens 


faced with brick or tile retainers, judging 
from the numerous pen-and-ink sketches of 
this much-used idea. 


They speak of fenestratipn, embrasures, 


and luminaires. In discussing a room with 
no special benefits, they relate that this 
house "had an interior cubicle destined for 
dining which, with two immense herb jars 
at either end (one of them labeled Can- 
tharides) aroused fears of immolation." 
An architect or horticulturist may find this 
absorbing, perhaps, but the pedantic lan- 
guage is maddening and inappropriate for 
the average plant-lover who dearly needs 
a good decorating book written in simple, 
direct style. 


"The House Plant Decorating Book" talks 


in generalities. It speaks of plants as green 
sculpture, as screening, as a formal object, 
as organic architecture. It is tedious, boring 
and wordy. 


A few basic "rules" on placing plants, 


and an evaluation of the latest lighting fix- 
tures may justify the price of this book to 
some readers. But if the reader doesn't 
know the names of plants, the list of rec- 
ommended foliage which appears at the end 
of the book without illustrations is totally 
meaningless. 


No color or black and white photographs 


of plant-decorated rooms; artist's drawings 
that are marginally creative and unin- 
spiring! This book fails in its intent to stretch 
the mind and imagination. 


No insight, power 
grace or metaphor 
in Mailer's newest 


GENIUS AND LUST'by Norman Mailer 
(Grove Press, $8.95)

Norman Mailer sat down and in seven 


days created a book. 


Or so it seems after reading his latest 


work, "Genius and Lust," a commentary on 
the writings of Henry Miller. 


The book lacks virtually everything the 


reader has come to associte with Mailer: 
power and grace, magic metaphor, rare in- 
sight. 


To parody Mailer and cast the champ in 


the prizefighting terms he so loves; he has 
got to keep punching in the literary clinches, 
throwing body blows, nibbing the tough ends 
of his elbows across the abdominal muscles 
of his opponent. 


Mailer has not done that. Rather, the 


reader feels as if Mailer threw only one 
punch — a whirling but ineffective round- 
house. 


The book is a 576-page "anthology" with 


a very small Mailer-to-Miller ratio: of the 
576 pages, only 73 were written by Mailer. 
That amounts to 13 per cent, hardly what 
one expects from the man who won a Pulitzer 
Prize for "Armies of the Night" and has 
been heralded by some as the best living 
American writer. 


Gone are the "major metaphors," enter 


the forced phrase. The following is indica- 
tive: 


"A writer with a tongue like a 400 horse- 


power motor may dream of silence at the 
end of his career," Mailer writes. 


We don't need any anthologies of great 


writers past; we need great writers. Surely, 
America in the late 1970s has the stuff of 
fiction, the raw mass to generate the novel. 


Return to the roadwork, Norman, get in 


shape, and the reading public will gladly 
give you a rematch. CUPD

Sometimes when a child cares the most 


he'll look you straight in the eye and offer a 
•callous, "I don't care." Such was the case with 
Jonathan, owner of a round, blue balloon with 
a smiling face printed on it. It was obviously 
one of his favorite toys until it's string slipped 
from his hand and it sailed into the sky. 


Jonathan determined that it was just a 


"dumb, stupid balloon" and announced to his 
father; his friend, his mother and the sky, "I 
don't care." 


He did his best to convince himself but the

then, he informed his parents, "I'm done." 


"I Don'fCare" is a simple yet meaningful 


story that brings a message to the youngest 
of readers.

Choosing a small 
boy as the main character in the book rather 
than a little girl carried the message one step 
further making it as perfectly all right for a 
boy to shed tears over a loss as a girl., 


When Jonathan finally breaks down and 


cries over his balloon,'he finds he feels much 
better, another of Sharmat's subtle messages. 


Sharmat treats her characters with em- 


pathy and respect. The family in "I Don't 
Care" comes through as close and caring 
and the warm illustrations by Lillian Hoban 
emphasize that element.

The most intriguing evidence was given by 


Dr. Max Euwe, president of the world chess 
Federation, on his return from Africa in 
1975: 


"I have made the greatest use of the ex- 


periment carried out by Dr. Frank in Kisin- 
gani, Zaire. Two groups of about 50 pupils 
euch were formed and an aptitude test was 
given to both indicating equal ability. After 
one year of the usual school courses, during 
which one group was given chess lessons and 
the other wasn't, the two groups were re- 
tested. The chess group proved to be con- 
siderably better."

Stamp notes 


A 13-cent U.S. commemorative stamp 


marking the 50th anniversary of Charles A. 
Lindbergh's solo transatlantic flight from. 
New York to Paris will be issued May 20. 


First day of issue ceremonies will take 


place at Eisenhower Park adjacent to the 
site of the old Roosevelt Field from which 
Lindbergh took off in 1927. Although first 
day cancellation orders will be sent to the 
Postmaster in Garden City, New York, the 
cancellation will read "Roosevelt Field 
Station, N. Y. 11530." Roosevelt Field Station 
is a unit of the Garden City Post Office and 
using it in the cancellation lies the issuance 
of the stamp to the flight it commemorates. 


The stamp was designed by Robert E. 


Cunningham of Fort Worth, Texas, who also 
designed the 1976 Commercial Aviation ad- 
hesive. The Lindbergh stamp shows the 
"Spirit of St. Louis" flying low over the 
water between Nova Scotia and Newfound- 
land in the ninth hour of the flight. 


The new issue is a horizontal, standard 


size commemorative and will be printed by- 
gravure in yellow, magenta, cyan, black 
tone, purple line and black line. It will be 
issued fifty stamps to a pane with six plate 
numbers. 


Collectors affixing their own stamps may 


submit covers for first day cancellations to 
"First Day Cancellations, Postmaster, 
Garden City, N. Y. 11530." Orders must be 
received in Garden City by June 4. There is 
no charge for this service. 


Collectors wishing the Postal Service to 


affix stamps, may send self-addressed en- 
velopes to "Lindbergh Flight Stamps, Post- 
master, Garden City, N. Y. 11530" enclosing 
the proper remittance whiclris the cost of 
the stamps to be affixed. Orders will be ac- 
cepted through June 4.

The Washington Press has initiated an ex-

Court removes 
bar to Oakton 
annexations 


by PAM BIGFORD 


Legal obstacles preventing three 


North Shore high school districts from 
annexing to Oakton Community Col- 
lege Dist. 535 were removed Friday 
bya court ruling. 


Judge L. Sheldon Brown of Cook 


County Circuit Court ruled although a 
North Shore community college dis- 
trict had been created by the Illinois 
Community College Board in 1974, it 
was not a legal entity because voters 
had rejected its formation. 


The ruling paves the way for the 


high school districts to annex to the 
Oakton district, which currently in- 
cludes Maine Township High School 
Dist. 207 and Niles Township High 
School Dist. 219. 


The high school districts, Evanston 


Township Dist. 202, New Trier Town- 
ship Dist. 203 and Glenbrook Dist. 225, 
had been seeking annexation since 
last fall. However, the state college 
board had said it could not annex un- 
til the legality of the North Shore dis- 
trict was settled. 


CHRIS MERIFIELD, a state board 


spokeswoman for the state board, Fri- 
day said annexation proceedings will 
start immediately after the state 
board receives official notification of 
the court ruling. 
, 


"We've been waiting for 36 months 


for this development," Oakton College 
Pres. William Koehnline said Friday. 


"Twenty-six per cent of our stu- 


dents already come from the affected 
region," he said. "It's their .'natural 
community college to attend anyway. 
That's about 1,500 students. Over the 
next three years this might increase 
our enrollment by about 1,000." 


North Shore residents currently at- 


tend Oakton because they have no 
community college in the North Shore 
area. 


Koehnline said there will be some 


cash flow problems because residents 
will attend the college before taxes 
from the new area are collected. 


HOWEVER, Koehnline said the 


money eventually will be collected so 
Oakton will have to take measures to 
increase its available cash for that 
year until the money comes. 


The ruling Friday also cleared up a 


suit Oakton filed against New Trier 
Dist. 203 seeking $447,000 in fees Oak- 
ton countended New Trier owed for 
the past five semesters its residents 
have attended Oakton! 


New Trier officials were reluctant 


to pay the sum because they said if

Coal burning increase 
may hurt climate: pros 


by ROBERT C. COWEN 


Planners looking to coal for Amer- 


ica's energy salvation should keep an 
eye on the climate, meteorologists 
say. 


Pouring vast amounts of carbon 


dioxide into the air from burning coal 
could overheat Earth, melt polar ice 
caps — causing flooding of many 
coastal cities — and turn sea water 
acid. That prospect could severely 
limil, the extent to which the United 
States, and the world, can get energy 
from coal. 


In his recent national address on 


energy, President Carter called for in- 
creasing United Staes coal production 
by about two-thirds to more than 1 
billion tons a year. In doing this, he 
has recognized the carbon dioxide 
problem and will ask Congress for $5 
million to study it, 


Meteorologists have long known 


that the colorless, odorless gas, car- 
bon dioxide (C02), can act like glass 
in a greenhouse to trap heat rising 
from the planet and reradiate it back 
to Earth. Many a scare scenario in the 
past has been based on idle specula- 
tion about a runaway greenhouse ef- 
fect. Now, however, considering the 
new emphasis energy planners are 
giving to coal, responsible scientists 
no longer consider it alarmist to warn 
of climatic consequences. 


ALVIN M. WEINBERG, director of 


the Institute of Energy Analysis, lik- 
ens the C02 (carbon dioxide) hazard 
to the threat of the spread of nuclear 
weapons to more and more countries. 
Weinberg, who chairs a committee 
looking into the C02 problem for the 
Energy Research and Development 
Administration explains: 


"The C02 catastrophe is possibly 


the most portentous aspect of our en- 
tire long-range energy policy. It is, in 
a way, the fossil equivalent of nuclear 
proliferation:, both are global, both 
are difficult to assess, both could con- 
ceivably lead to catastrophe." 


You could also liken the danger of 


burning too much coal to the problem 
of radioactive nuclear power plant 
waste. Once created, excess C02 pol- 
lution could take thousands of years 
to decay to safe levels. But, unlike 
nuclear waste, there is no way to keep 
the C02 excess out of the environ- 
ment. 


J. Murray Mitchell Jr., senior re- 


search climatologist of the Environ- 
mental Data Service has warned:.". . 
. the effects of carbon dioxide would 
endure for thousands of years after 
we abandoned our fossil-fuel economy 
. . . A thousand years of unusu- 
ally warm climate would be likely to ' 
result in a substantial extent of mel- 


• ting of the Greenland and Antarctic 


ice caps, raising sea levels around the 
world enough to submerge many of 
our coastal centers and much produc- 
tive farm land." 


You lose sleep; clocks jump ahead

There's a good excuse not to over- 


work yourself today: tonight you will 
have one less hour of sleep to recover. 


Daylight Saving Time begins offi- 


cially at 2 a.m. Sunday, so donT for- 
get to set the clock ahead one hour 
before going to bed tonight. 


For the next six months late eve- 


ning sunsets and kids playing baseball 
until 8 p.m. will be famiiair sights. 


THAT COULD MAKE you happy or 


sad, depending on how much you like 
late sunsets or kids. But Daylight Sav- 
ing Time has never been able to make 
everybody happy since its beginnings 
during World War I. 


The current system of starting day- 


light saving time on the last Sunday 
in April and returning to Standard 
Time on the last Sunday in October 
was set up in 1966 under the Uniform 
Time Act. 


The act permitted any state to ex- 


empt itself in whole or part from the 
time changes and some areas, In- 
cluding many counties in Indiana, re- 
fuse to switch to Daylight Saving 
Time. 


BILLS ARE introduced each year to 


revise the act, but only one has been 
successful. That was in 1973 when an 
emergency act called for year-round 
Daylight Saving Time in response to 
th« energy crisis during the Arab oil 


boycott, 


Thai act was repealed in 1975 after 


heavy protests that children were en- 
dangered by going to school in the 
morning darkness and claims that an 
insignificant amount of energy was 
saved. 


This year at least six bills have 


been introduced to Congress calling 
for changes in the 1966 act, but none 
is expected to be successful. 


So get used to late sunsets and kids 


•playing late. And at least for today, 
don't overwork yourself. 


A STUDY MADE by the .Inter- 


national Council of Scientific Unions, 
and reported last year, makes the' 
same point. ICSU's Scientific Com- 
mittee on Problems of the Environ- 
ment forecast at least a fourfold and 
perhaps an eight-fold increase in at- 
mospheric C02 concentrations in the 
next two centuries. It also' warned, 
that the gas, dissolving into the 
oceans, could increase their acidity, 
with possible hazards for marine life 
that no one has yet begun to assess. 


In short, while scientists who-study 


climate cannot agree on short or long- 
term trends, there is wide agreement 
that massive increases in atmospheric

Thompson 
urges U.S. 
gas tax 


by TONI GINNETTI 


Gov. James R. Thompson Friday 


called for the imposition of a federal 
gasoline tax to replace state gas 
taxes. 


Thompson called for the tax as a 


way to eliminate the varying gasoline 
tax levels now charged from state to 
state and added he will seek support 
from the state's congressional delega- 
tion to back the proposal in Washing- 
ton. 


"I think we should begin to look at 


the idea of a national, uniform tax on 
gas at the federal level, with a rebate 
system to the states, taking into ac- 
count the mileage of their roads, so 
that we could eliminate all state gas 
taxes," Thompson said in a Chicago 
news conference. 


THE FEDERAL gas tax now is 4 


cents a gallon and is used to maintain 
federal roads. State gas taxes, also 
used for highway maintenance, vary 
throughout the nation, with Illinois' 
tax 7.5 cents a gallon. 


Thompson's remarks Friday came 


in the wake of renewed questioning on 
his opinion of President Carter's ener- 
gy proposals and the likelihood of 
passing a state gas tax hike. 


Thompson said he intends to pose 


the plan to U.S. Representatives John 
Anderson, R-16th, and Daniel Rosten- 
kowski, D-8th, both of whom were ap- 
pointed this week to the new U.S. 
House Select Committee on Energy. 


The new committee has 
been 


formed to consider President Carter's 
energy proposals as well as other 
energy-related bills which may be in- 
troduced in Congress. 


THOMPSON SAID a uniform tax 


would eliminate competitive state gas 
pricing, which hurts station owners 
"whose facilities are near state-bor- 
ders. 


He said Illinois ranks 37th in gas 


tax but because neighboring states 
charge slightly less than the state's 
tax, border stations have suffered 
losses of business, Thompson said. 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, 


Friday reacted cautiously to Thomp- 
son's proposal. "I would have to think 
about that and consider all of the 
ramifications," Crane said. 


"I am not sure the states would be 


willing to relinquish their control be- 
cause this is an important source of 
revenue to the state," he said. "The 
uniformity might be an important fac- 
tor, but I think some states might be 
reluctant because the federal govern- 
ment has a tendency to attach strings 
to the money they send back. 


"I don't think they would want to 


get the money back from Washington 
with the strings1 attached," Crane 
said. 


U.S. Rep. Abner J. Mikva, D-lOth, 


was unavailable for comment Friday.

Birth defects linked to alcohol abuse 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - The gov- 


ernment's chief specialist on alcohol 
abuse says there is convincing evi- 
dence that excessive drinking by 
pregnant women can cause birth de- 
fects. 


Dr. Ernest P. Noble has urged the 


Dept. of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare to issue a formal warning to 
A m e r i c a n women, recommending 
they limit their daily consumption of 
alcohol to the equivalent of two mixed 
drinks. 


He said there also is some evidence 


suggesting "binge drinking" may be a 
problem. 


"IN OTHER WORDS, a person tak- 


ing a big, big slug of alcohol and 
maybe not drinking at all for the rest 
of the pregnancy could also have that 
kind of a damaging effect." 


"There is a problem there," Noble 


said. "We feel it is important there- 
fore that our country gets an aware- 
ness of the problems involved with ex- 
cessive drinking." 


Noble, director of the National In- 


stitute on Alcohol Abuse and Alcohol- 
ism, said he decided to recommend 
government action on the basis of 
findings by 40 experts who reviewed 
human and animal studies during a 
two-day meeting earlier this year in 
San Diego. 


"What we are saying essentially," 


he said, "is that if you have six drinks 
or more a day, and that's taken 
throughout pregnancy, or maybe dur- 
ing a certain phase of pregnancy, 
there's a significant risk for abnorma- 
lities in the young. 


"BELOW SIX drinks, the risk is 


questionable. In order to be on the 
safe side, we are saying that two 
drinks a day or less is what people 
ought to be taking." 


Among the human birth defects be- 


lieved caused by heavy alcohol con- 
sumption are facial 
abnormalities, 


heart defects, abnormal limb devel- 
opment and lower than average in- 
telligence. 


In what could be a key step in un- 


derstanding the cause of alcoholism, 


scientists Friday reported finding a 
substance that apparently promotes 
excessive drkinking by rats when in- 
jected into the animals' brains. 


Reports suggest that the alcoholic 


may differ from other people in that 
some cellular defect may cause an 
abnormal formation of the substance 
in his brain causing him to drink. 


If'-this is so, -continued research 


might produce a drug which could 
block or counteract the effects of sub-. 
stance and thus cure alcoholism, re- 
ports indicate.

course driving and a defects test. 


The obstacle course test usually 


separates the best drivers from the 
rest of the pack. It requires a driver 
to maneuver through narrow chutes 
formed by barricades, parallel park 
along a curb, back into a dock with a 
narrow chute, weave through a figure- 
8, drive a straight,line and stop on a 
specified mark. 


The defects test requires drivers to 


find, within five minutes, five defects 
hidden by roadeo judges. "They do 
some really crazy things, like loosen- 
ing a lug nut on a back wheel and 
they're1 big on fooling with the fire 
fighting equipment," Banicki said. 


BANICKI HAS practiced for the 


roadeo on weeknights, Saturdays and 
Sundays. He appeared to do better 
than most of his competitions Friday, 
but the results will not be announced 
until Saturday morning. 


The Chicago native has been a 


truck driver for only'four years. "I 
was lucky there were jobs to be had 
then. A lot of drivers have been laid 
oft since then," he said. 


For Banicki, the job fulfills a boy- 


hood dream. 


"Most kids wanted to be policemen 


or firemen, but I always wanted to 
be a truck driver or bus driver. I used 
to save my money and take trips on 
Greyhounds on weekends," Banicki 
said.

Learn how to gamble 
Students take a chance on new college course 


DURANGO, Colo. (UPI) — The 


lineup of lecturers for a Fort Lewis 
College course this spring looks some- 
thing like this: an outlaw blackjack 
player, an assortment of shaded Las 
Vegas dealers, Jimmy the Greek and 
a guy named Lou Baker, who's push- 
ing a new casino card game. 


"The whole idea of the course is to 


learn about the gambling business," 
said Dick Gibbs, associate professor 
of mathematics at the small south- 
western Colorado college. 


And where better to learn about 


gambling than Las Vegas, Gibbs rea- 
soned. The course is entitled, The Big 


Business of Gambling, and after a 
preliminary two weeks in the class- 
room studying basic rules of standard 
casino games, the students will take a 
dusty day's drive across Arizona into 
Nevada. 


"THEY'RE NOT necessarily going 


to learn how to gamble, and we're 
really not going to break the bank or 
beat the odds," the professor said. 
"We're going to learn how the gam- 
bling operations in Las Vegas oper- 
ate." 


F i f t e e n students already have 


signed up for the course, an in- 
novative special topic. They begin 


class April 25, and will spend the sec- 
ond week of May in Las Vegas. Each 
student will have a special project 
corresponding to his or her major 
subject of study. 


"One fellow is a sociology major," 


said Gibbs. "He may look into some 
problems of the addicted gambler and 
society's stake in gambling. Another 
student, a business major, will per- 
haps1 talk to certified public accoun- 
tants who audit the casinos, or casino 
managers who keep the books." 


Gibbs said one art major probably 


Will study the entertainment offered 
at the casinos, an English major will 


keep a journal on class activites and 
two math majors will study the proba- 
bility of winning — and losing — at 
blackjack by studying the game in the 
casinos. 


Why blackjack? 
"WELL, IT'S fairly easy to figure 


out the possibilities involved with 
keno, roulette or craps," said Gibbs. 
"There are only 36 ways the dice can 
land and so many slots the roulette 
ball can fall into. You know the house 
has the advantage. Blackjack is more 
fascinating. If you want to make mon- 
ey gambling, blackjack is the game to 
play." 


Gibbs has arranged for some in- 


struction for the students, most notab- 
ly from 
oddsmaker Jimmy 
(the 


Greek) Snyder, who agreed to explain 
his trade to the undergraduates. 


There also will be a session with 


blackjack player Ken Uston, a former 
San Francisco stockbroker turned 
professional gambler. Uston has been 
banned from half a dozen Las Vegas 
casions because of his winning ways, 
according to Gibbs. 


"He's won an estimated million dol- 


lars at blackjack," Gibbs said. "He 
now gives courses and is about to pub- 
lish a book." 


Gibbs said some members of the 


Nevada State Gambling Control board 
will visit the students, along with 
someone from the Las Vegas district 
attorney's office and represencatives 
from Gamblers Anonymous. 


"WE'LL TALK to the casino man- 


agers and pit bosses," the professor 
said. "Then we'll take a tour of a slot 
machine company in the town. 


"And there's a fellow named Lou 


Baker, who's got a new game that

New Yorker four-door sedan that be- 
longed to the recluse billionaire, as in- 
conspicuous and eccentric as its one- 
time owner. He will offer it for sale at 
his public auction today and Sunday. 


"The car has 1,400 actual miles on 


it," said the antique car buff who par- 
layed his hobby into a profitable busi- 
ness. "Most Hughes cars were low 
mileage cars. He raiely used them. 
He was so germ conscious, they were 
only for his own use." 


THE HUGHES CAR and between 


400 and 500 others, once belonging to 
personalities ranging from Jack Ben- 
ny to Adolph Hitler, will be auctioned 
during the weekend at Pecatonica, 
near Rockford. The event is expected 


to draw buyers "from all over the 
world." 


"We've heard speculation that it 


(the Hughes Chrysler New Yorker) 
will go for up to $40,000. But I haven't 
decided what I want for it," said La- 
zarus, who spoke with the confidence 
of a car salesman in a telephone in- 
terview from his Lazarus Motor Mu- 
seum. 


To combat his fetish against germs, 


Hughes installed a $15,000 air filtra- 
tion system in his car, designed to 
"push dirty air out of the car every 30 
seconds." 


"THE FILTER WAS designed espe- 


cially for him by a New York com- 
pany. Story has it that the company 
was doing poorly and Hughes bought 
the firm so it could provide air filters 
for his cars," Lazarus said, "there is 
very little extra room in the engine 
compartment because of the air filtra- 
tion system. It looks like a miniature 
crematorium."

Construction up 
despite high 
interest rates 


A surge in the number of multi-fam- 


ily and industrial buildings under con- 
struction in Wheeling was reported 
Friday by Walter Repholz, village 
building director. 


Repholz said the increase in con- 


struction began last year and is con- 
tinuing in the first three months of 
1977. Last year's construction marked 
the end of a four-year downward 
trend, 'he said. 


The total value of projects issued 


building permits in the first three 
months of this year is estimated at 
$5,618,885, compared to $321,000 in 
1976. 


REPHOLZ SAID, "We've got some 


little jobs going but also a number of 
new industrial buildings." 


Two large firms are applying for 


permits to build in the industrial 
areas at the south end of the village. 
They are Peer Bearing Corp. and 
Easy Pour Co. Repholz said both 
firms are seeking distribution centers 
in Wheeling. No value has been set on 
the projects. 


Developers also have expressed in- 


terest in building in Holbrook Indus- 
trial Park, the Foster Industrial Park 
and industrial areas on Messner 
Drive, he said. 


Multi-family construction is mainly 


a continuation of building in existing 
planned unit developments, including 
Tahoe Village, 
Harmony Village, 


Sandpebble Walk, Shadowbend and 
Foxboro apartments. 


The village has received some ap- 


plications for single-family homes, al- 
though Brownstone Manor, at the 
northwest corner of Palatine and 
Wheeling roads, is the only large de- 
velopment, he said. 


"BROWNSTONE MANOR is in its 


third phase. They've been coming in 
right along," Repholz said. When 
completed, Brownstone manor will in- 
clude 32 single-family homes. 


Commercial development is also 


lagging, although the village is re- 
viewing plans for a small shopping 
center at 46 N. Milwaukee Ave., 
Repholz said. He said existing com- 
mercial buildings are filling up, which 
is a "good sign." 


Repholz said the availability of 


money is encouraging the continued 
growth in the village. 


"Interest rates aren't that great but 


there is a lot more money available," 
he said. 


Coal burning increase 
may hurt climate: pros

Planners looking to coal for Amer- 


ica's energy salvation should keep an 
eye on the climate, meteorologists 
say. 


Pouring vast amounts of carbon 


dioxide into the air from burning coal 
could overheat Earth, melt polar ice 
caps — causing flooding of many 
coastal cities — and turn sea water 
acid. That prospect could severely 
limit the extent to which the United 
States, and the world, can get energy 
from coal. 


In his recent national address on 


energy, President Carter called for in- 
creasing United Staes coal production 
by about two-thirds to more than 1 
billion tons a year. In doing this, he 
has recognized the carbon dioxide 
problem and will ask Congress for $5 
million to study it. 


Meteorologists have long known 


that the colorless, odorless gas, car- 
bon dioxide <C02), can act like glass 
in 2 greenhouse to trap heat rising 
from the planet and reradiate it back 
to Earth. Many a scare scenario in the 
past has been based on idle specula- 
tion about a runaway greenhouse ef- 
fect. Now, however, considering the 
new emphasis energy planners are 
giving to coal, responsible scientists 
no longer consider it alarmist to warn 
of climatic consequences.

You lose sleep; clocks jump ahead

There's a good excuse not to over- 


work yourself today: tonight you will 
have one less hour of sleep to recover. 


Daylight Saving Time begins offi- 


cially at 2 a.m. Sunday, so donT for- 
get to set the clock ahead one hour 
before going to bed tonight. 


For the next six months late eve- 


ning sunsets and kids playing baseball 
until 8 p.m. will be familalr sights. 


THAT COULD MAKE you happy or 


sad, depending on how much you like 
late sunsets or kids. But Daylight Sav- 
ing Time has never been able to make 
everybody happy since its beginnings 
during World War I. 


The current system of starting day- 


light saving time on the last Sunday 
in April and returning to Standard 
Time on the last Sunday in October 
was set up in 1966 under the Uniform 
Time Act. 


The act permitted any state to ex- 


empt itself in whole or part from the 
time changes and some areas, in- 
cluding many counties in Indiana, re- 
fuse to switch to Daylight Saving 
Time. 


BILLS ARE introduced each year to 


revise the act, but only one has been 
successful. That was in 1973 when an 
emergency act called for year-round 
Daylight Saving Time in response to 
the energy crisis during the Arab oil 


boycott. 


That act was repealed in 1975 after 


heavy protests that children were en- 
dangered by going to school in the 
morning darkness and claims that an 
insignificant amount of energy was 
saved. 


This year at least six bills have 


been introduced to Congress calling 
for changes in the 1966 act, but none 
is expected to be successful. 


So get used to late sunsets and kids 


playing late. And at least for today, 
don't overwork yourself. 


the Institute of Energy Analysis, lik- 
ens the C02 (carbon dioxide) hazard 
to the threat of the spread of nuclear 
weapons to more and more countries. 
Weinberg, who chairs a committee 
looking into the C02 problem for the 
Energy Research and Development 
Administration explains: 


"The C02 catastrophe is possibly 


the most portentous aspect of our en- 
tire long-range energy policy. It is, in 
a way, the fossil equivalent of nuclear 
proliferation: both are global, both 
are difficult to assess, both could con- 
ceivably lead to catastrophe." 


You could also liken the danger of 


burning too much coal to the problem 
of radioactive nuclear power plant 
waste. Once created, excess C02 pol- 
lution could take thousands of years 
to decay to safe levels. But, unlike 
nuclear waste, there is no way to keep 
the C02 excess out of the environ- 
ment. 


J. Murray. Mitchell Jr., senior re- 


search climatologist of the Environ- 
mental Data Service has warned: ".. 
. the effects of carbon dioxide would 
endure for thousands of years after 
we abandoned our fossil-fuel economy 
. . . A thousand years of unusu- 
ally warm climate would be likely to 
result in a substantial extent of mel- 
ting of the Greenland and Antarctic 
ice caps, raising sea levels around the 
world enough to submerge many of 
our coastal centers and much produc- 
tive-farm land." 


A STUDY MADE by the Inter- 


national Council of Scientific Unions, 
and reported last year, makes the 
same point. ICSU's Scientific Com- 
mittee on Problems of the Environ- 
ment forecast at least a fourfold and 
perhaps an eight-fold increase in at- 
mospheric C02 concentrations in the 
next two centuries. It also warned, 
that the gas, dissolving into the 
oceans, could increase their acidity, 
with possible hazards for marine life 
that no one has yet begun to assess. 


In short, while scientists who study 


climate cannot agree on short or long- 
term trends, there is wide agreement 
that massive increases in atmospheric

Thompson 
urges U.S. 
gas tax

Gov. James R. Thompson Friday 


called for the imposition of a federal 
gasoline tax to replace state gas 
taxes. 


Thompson called for the tax as a 


way to eliminate the varying gasoline 
tax levels now charged from state to 
state and added he will seek support 
from the state's congressional delega- 
tion to back the proposal in Washing- 
ton. 


"I think we should begin to look at 


the idea of a national, uniform tax on 
gas at the federal level, with a rebate 
system to the states, taking into ac- 
count the mileage of their roads, so 
that we could eliminate all state gas 
taxes," Thompson said in a Chicago 
news conference. 


THE FEDERAL gas tax now is 4 


cents a gallon and is used to maintain 
federal roads. State gas taxes, also 
used for highway maintenance, vary 
throughout the nation, with Illinois' 
tax 7.5 cents a gallon. 


Thompson's remarks Friday came 


in the wake of renewed questioning on 
his opinion of President Carter's ener- 
gy proposals and the likelihood of 
passing a state gas tax hike. 


Thompson said he intends to pose 


the plan to U.S. Representatives John 
Anderson, R-16th, and Daniel Rosten- 
kowski, D-8th, both of whom were ap- 
pointed this, week to-, the new U.S. 
House Select Committee on Energy. 


The new committee 
has 
been 


formed to consider President Carter's 
energy proposals as well as other 
energy-related bills which may be in- 
troduced in Congress. 


THOMPSON SAID a uniform tax 


would eliminate competitive state gas 
pricing, which hurts station owners 
whose facilities are near state bor- 
ders. 


He said Illinois ranks 37th in gas 


tax but because neighboring states 
charge slightly less than the state's 
tax, border stations have suffered 
losses of business, Thompson said. 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, 


Friday reacted cautiously to Thomp- 
son's proposal. "I would have to think 
about that and consider all of the 
ramifications," Crane said. 


"I am not sure the states would be 


willing to relinquish their control be- 
cause this is an important source of 
revenue to the state," he said. "The 
uniformity might be an important fac- 
tor, but I think some states might be 
reluctant because the federal govern- 
ment has a tendency to attach strings 
to the money they send back. 


"I don't think they would want to 


get the money back from Washington 
with the strings attached," Crane 
said. 


U.S. Rep. Abner J. Mikva, D-lOth, 


was unavailable for comment Friday. 


Big rigs gather at roadeo 
to find best truck drivers

The overweight guy with a clip- 


board in his hand looked a little sur- 
prised when Doug Banicki smoothly 
maneuvered his 5-axle truck through 
the obstacle course. 


"I didn't think he'd do so good when 


I saw that long hair. I thought maybe 
he was one of them cowboys," the fat 
man said to his fellow judge at the 
annual Illinois Truck Roadeo at the 
Arlington Park Hilton Hotel. 


Banicfci isn't bothered by such com- 


ments. But the 25-year-old driver for 
Briggs Transportation Co., Chicago, 
admits he does look a little con- 
spicuous when he stands among his 
peers around the "big rigs." 


HIS LONG BLONDE hair with 


black roots falls below his shoulders. 
His sideburns grow a couple inches 
below his earlobes. And for the com- 
petition on Friday, Banicki chose his 
favorite 
faded 
denim jacket and 


jeans. "I'm saving my uniform for 
the finals tomorrow," he said. 


It's only at truck roadeos that Ba- 


nicki feels out of place. "I think the 
image of truck drivefs is outdated 
and misconstrued. There's a lot of 
long-haired drivers now. You just 
don't see many here," he said. 


The best truck drivers in Illinois are 


competing in the 34th annual state 
championship. The finals will begin at 
9 a.m. today in the parking lot east of 


the hotel, Euclid Avenue and Rohlw- 
ing Road, Arlington Heights. 


It is the second year Banicki has 


competed in the roadeo. Last year, at 
the age of 24, he was the youngest 
driver to ever run in a state tourna- 
ment, finishing second in his class.

Birth defects linked to alcohol abuse 


WASHINGTON (UPl) - The gov- 


ernment's chief specialist on alcohol 
abuse says there is convincing 'evi- 
dence that excessive drinking by 
pregnant women can cause birth de- 
fects. 


Dr. Ernest P. Noble has urged the 


Dept. of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare to issue a formal warning to 
A m e r i c a n women, recommending 
they limit their daily consumption of 
alcohol to the equivalent of two mixed 
drinks. 


He said there also is some evidence 


suggesting "binge drinking" may be a 
problem. 


"IN OTHER WORDS, a person tak- 


ing a big, big slug of alcohol and 
maybe not drinking at all for the rest 
of the pregnancy could also have that 
kind of a damaging effect." 


"There is a problem there," Noble 


said. "We feel it is important there- 
fore that our country gets an aware- 
ness of the problems involved with ex- 
cessive drinking." 


Noble, director of the National In- 


stitut;e on Alcohol Abuse and Alcohol- 
ism, said he decided to recommend 
government action on the basis of 
findings by 40 experts who reviewed 
human and animal studies during a 
two-day meeting earlier this year in 
San Diego. 


"What we are saying essentially," 


he said, "is that if you have six drinks 
or more a day, and that's taken 
throughout pregnancy, or maybe dur- 
ing & certain phase of pregnancy,- 
there's a significant risk for abnorma- 
lities in the young. 


"BELOW SIX drinks, the risk is 


questionable. In order to be on the 
safe side, we are saying that two 
drinks a day or less is what people 
ought to be taking." . 


Among the human birth defects be- 


lieved caused by heavy alcohol con- 
sumption are facial abnormalities, 
heart defects, abnormal limb devel- 
opment and lower than average in- 
telligence. 


In what could be a key step in un- 


derstanding the cause of alcoholism, 


scientists Friday reported finding a 
substance that apparently promotes 
excessive drkinking by rats when in- 
jected into the animals' brains. 


Reports suggest that the alcoholic 


may differ from other people in that 
some cellular defect may cause an 
abnormal formation of the substance 
in his brain causing him to drink. 


If this is so, continued research 


might produce a drug which could 
block or counteract the effects of sub- 
stance and thus cure alcoholism, re- 
ports indicate.

Coal burning increase 
may hurt climate: pros 


by ROBERT C. COWEN 


Planners looking to coal for Amer- 


ica's energy salvation should keep an 
eye on the climate, meteorologists 
say. 


Pouring vast amounts of carbon 


dioxide into the air from burning coal 
could overheat Earth, melt polar ice 
caps — causing flooding of many 
coastal cities — and turn sea water 
acid. That prospect could severely 
limit the extent to which the United 
States, and the world, can get energy 
from coal. 


In his recent national address on 


energy, President Carter called for in- 
creasing United Staes coal production 
by about two-thirds to more than 1 
billion tons a year. In doing this, he 
has recognized the carbon dioxide 
problem and will ask Congress for $5 
million to study it. 


Meteorologists have long known 


that the colorless, odorless gas, car- 
bon dioxide (C02), can act like glass 
in a greenhouse to trap heat rising 
from the planet and reradiate it back 
to Earth. Many a scare scenario in the 
past has been based on idle specula- 
tion about a runaway greenhouse ef- 
fect. Now. however, considering the 
new emphasis energy planners are 
giving to coal, responsible scientists 
no longer consider it alarmist to warn 
of climatic consequences.

You lose sleep; clocks jump ahead

There's a good excuse not to over- 


work yourself today: tonight you will 
have one less hour of sleep to recover. 


Daylight Saving Time begins offi- 


cially at 2 a.m. Sunday, so donT for- 
get to set the clock ahead one hour 
before going to bed tonight. 


For the next six months late eve- 


ning sunsets and kids playing baseball 
until 8 p.m. will be familair sights. 


THAT COULD MAKE you happy or 


sad. depending on how much you like 
late sunsets or kids. But Daylight Sav- 
ing Time has never been able to make 
everybody happy since its beginnings 
during World War I. 


The current system of starting day- 


light saving tune on the last Sunday 
in April and returning to Standard 
Time on the last Sunday in October 
was set up in 1966 under the Uniform 
Time Act. 


The act permitted any state to ex- 


empt Itself in whole or part from the 
time changes and some areas, in- 
cluding many counties in Indiana, re- 
fuse to switch to Daylight Saving 
Time. 


BILLS ARE Introduced each year to 


revise the act, but only one has been 
successful. That was in 1973 when an 
emergency act called for year-round 
Daylight Saving Time in response to 
the energy crisis during the Arab oil 


boycott. 


That act was repealed in 1975 after 


heavy protests that children were en- 
dangered by going to school in the 
morning darkness and claims that an 
insignificant amount of energy was 
saved. 


This year at least six bills have 


been introduced to Congress calling 
for changes in the 1966 act, but none 
is expected to be successful. 


So get used to late sunsets and kids 


playing late. And at least for today, 
don't overwork yourself. 


the Institute of Energy Analysis, lik- 
ens the C02 (carbon dioxide) hazard 
to the threat of the spread of nuclear 
weapons to more and more countries. 
Weinberg, who chairs a committee 
looking into the C02 problem for the 
Energy Research and Development 
Administration explains: 


"The C02 catastrophe is possibly 


the most portentous aspect of our en- 
tire long-range energy policy. It is, in 
a way, the fossil equivalent of nuclear 
proliferation: both are global, both 
are difficult to assess, both could con- 
ceivably lead to catastrophe:" 


You could also liken the danger of 


burning too much coal to the problem 
of radioactive nuclear power plant 
waste. Once created, .excess C02 pol- 
lution could take thousands of years 
to decay to safe levels. But, unlike 
nuclear waste, there is no way to keep 
the C02 excess out of the environ- 
ment. 


J. Murray Mitchell Jr., senior re- 


search climatologist of the Environ- 
mental Data Service has warned: ". . 
. the effects of carbon dioxide would 
endure for thousands of years after 
we abandoned our fossil-fuel economy 
. . . A thousand years of unusu- 
ally warm climate would be likely to 
result in a substantial extent of mel- 
ting of the Greenland and Antarctic 
ice caps, raising sea levels around the 
world enough to submerge many of 
our coastal centers and much produc- 
tive farm land." 


A STUDY MADE by the Inter- 


national Council of Scientific Unions, 
and reported last year, makes the 
same point. ICSU's Scientific Com- 
mittee on Problems of the Environ- 
ment forecast at least a fourfold and 
perhaps an eight-fold increase in at- 
mospheric C02 concentrations in the 
next two centuries. It also warned, 
that the gas, dissolving into the 
oceans, could increase their acidity, 
with possible hazards for marine life 
that no one has yet begun to assess. 


In short, while scientists who study 


climate cannot agree on short or long- 
term trends, there is wide agreement 
that massive increases in atmospheric

Thompson 
urges U.S. 
gas tax

Gov. James R. Thompson Friday 


called for the imposition of a federal 
gasoline tax to replace state gas 
taxes. 


Thompson called for the tax as a 


way to eliminate the varying gasoline 
tax levels now charged from state to 
state and added he will seek support 
from the state's congressional delega- 
tion to back the proposal in Washing- 
ton. 


"I think we should,begin to look at 


the idea of a national, uniform tax on 
gas at the federal level, with a rebate 
system to the states, taking into ac- 
count the mileage of their roads, so 
that we could eliminate all state gas 
taxes," Thompson said in a Chicago 
news conference. 


THE FEDERAL gas tax now is 4 


cents a gallon and is used to maintain 
federal roads. State gas taxes, also 
used for highway maintenance, vary 
throughout the nation, with Illinois' 
tax 7.5 cents a gallon. 


Thompson's remarks Friday came 


in the wake of renewed questioning on 
his opinion of President Carter's ener- 
gy proposals and the likelihood of 
passing a state gas tax hike. 


Thompson said he intends to pose 


the plan to U.S. Representatives John 
Anderson, R-16th, and Daniel Rosten- 
kowski, D-8th, both of whom were ap- 
pointed this week to the new U.S. 
House Select Committee on Energy. 


The new committee 
has been 


formed to consider President Carter's 
energy proposals as well as other 
energy-related bills which may be in- 
troduced in Congress. 


THOMPSON SAID a uniform tax 


would eliminate competitive state gas 
pricing, which hurts station owners 
whose facilities are near state bor- 
ders. 


He said Illinois ranks 37th in gas 


tax but because neighboring states 
charge slightly less than the state's 
tax, border stations have suffered 
losses of business, Thompson said. 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, 


Friday reacted cautiously to Thomp- 
son's proposal. "I would have to think 
about that and consider all of the 
ramifications," Crane said. 


"I am not sure the states would be 


willing to relinquish their control be- 
cause this is an important source of 
revenue to the state," he said. "The 
uniformity might be an important fac- 
tor, but I think some states might be 
reluctant because the federal govern- 
ment has a tendency to attach strings 
to the money they send back. 


"I don't think they would want to 


get the money back from Washington 
with the strings attached," Crane 
said. 


U.S. Rep. Abner J. Mikva, D-lOth, 


was unavailable for comment Friday.

Birth defects linked to alcohol abuse 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The gov- 


ernment's chief specialist on alcohol 
abuse says there is convincing evi- 
dence that excessive drinking by 
pregnant women can cause birth de- 
fects. 


Dr. Ernest P. Noble has urged the 


Dept. of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare to issue a formal warning to 
A m e r i c a n women, recommending 
they limit their daily consumption of 
alcohol to the equivalent of two mixed 
drinks. 


He said there also is some evidence 


suggesting "binge drinking" may be a 
problem. 


"IN OTHER WORDS, a person tak- 


ing a big, big slug of alcohol and 
maybe not drinking at all for the rest 
of the pregnancy could also have that 
kind of a damaging effect." 


"There is a problem there," Noble 


said. "We feel it is important there- 
fore that our country gets an aware- 
ness of the problems involved with ex- 
cessive drinking." 


Noble, director of the National In-' 


stitute on Alcohol Abuse and Alcohol- 
ism, said he decided to recommend 
government action on the basis of 
findings by 40 experts who reviewed 
human and animal studies during a 
two-day meeting earlier this year in 
San Diego. 


"What we are'saying essentially," 


he said, "is that if you have six drinks 
or more a ' day, and that's taken 
throughout pregnancy, or maybe dur- 
ing a certain phase of pregnancy, 
there's a significant risk for abnorma- 
lities in the young. 


"BELOW SIX drinks, the risk is 


questionable. In order to be on the 
safe side, we are saying that two 
drinks a day or less is what people 
ought to be taking." 


Among the human birth defects be- 


lieved caused by heavy alcohol con- 
sumption are facial abnormalities, 
heart defects, abnormal limb devel- 
opment and lower than average in- 
telligence. 


In what could be a key step in un- 


derstanding the cause of alcoholism, 


scientists Friday reported finding a 
substance thai apparently promotes 
excessive drkmking by rats when in- 
jected into the animals' brains. 


Reports suggest that the alcoholic 


may differ from other people in that 
some cellular defect may cause an 
abnormal formation of-the substance 
in his brain causing him to drink. 


If this is so, continued research 


might produce a drug which could 
block or counteract the effects of sub- 
stance and thus cure alcoholism, re- 
ports indicate.

Grove Township. The owner of the complex said an agreement 
was reached with the operators of County Photo Studio II, 2420

didn't want trouble," said Jerry DtiEruyne, the owner of the com- 
plex. The studio, the target of some complaints by area residents, 
had specialized in offering its customers the opportunity to photo- 
graph nude women and "male models by appointment." However, 
Cook County Sheriff's police have reported making at least six 
arrests there in the past year for prostitution. 


Oakton annexation cleared

includes Maine and Niles townships. A Cook County Circuit Court 
Judge ruled the North Shore community college district, created 
by the Illinois Community College Board in 1974, was not a legal 
entity because voters bad rejected its formation.

tan Sawtary District for damaging their private water wells dur- 
ing construction of the MSD's deep-tunnel project. One homeowner 
has reported his well has gone dry and he has been forced to 
connect to the village's water system.

Most people probably will continue 


to call the big brick building at 1616 
N. Arlington Heights Rd. the "new 
Wheeling Township Hall." 


But to the persons who regularly 


use the $700,000 building, the name by 
which it will be dedicated at 2:30 p.m. 
Sunday — the Wheeling Township 
Community Service Center — is more 
appropriate. 


The building has offices for Shelter 


Inc., the Salvation Army Family 
C o u n s e l i n g Center, Omni-House: 
Youth Services Bureau arid the North- 
west Mental Health Center. All are 
agencies that receive township funds 
and all once were scattered through- 
out the Northwest'suburbs. 


THE SALVATION ARMY offices 


were in Des Plaines; Shelter Inc. was 
in Hoffman Estates; Omni-House was 
in Wheeling (it still maintains an of- 
fice there); and the .Northwest Mental 
Health 
Center 
was in Arlington 


Heights. 


Township Supervisor Ethel Kolerus 


said bringing the agencies together al- 
ready has helped them function more 
efficiently. . 


"It's really pwyj to be even more 


beneficial as we progress," Mrs. Ko- 
lerus said. "It's just been so good al- 
ready with the interchange between 
social service agencies." 


SHE SAID EACH agency receives 


rent-free space in the new building, 
but that each pays its own utility and 
telephone expenses. 


"It's beautiful," said Jerry Medow, 


director of Northwest Mental Health 
Center, which uses half of the build- 
ing's top floor. 


The mental health center was the 


first agency to move to the new build- 
ing when it shifted its offices from 
1711 W. Campbell St., Arlington 
Heights, in early March. The center's 
staff moved in while construction still 
was under way. 


"It was like going through a war 


zone to. get to our office," Medow 
said. 


But he said he is looking forward to 


an easy walk acorss the hall to visit 
the other agencies for referrals and 
inter-agency communication. 


MRS. KOLERUS SAID that locating 


the social service agencies in the gov- 
ernment building removes a "stigma" 
often attached to a person who is seen 
using a mental health center or other 
social agency. 


Work on the new building began last 


April and was scheduled for com- 
pletion Nov. l. The completion date 
suffered its first delay when archi- 


tectural plans for the building had to 
be readjusted to include an elevator 
for handicapped persons, as required 
in all public buildings by state law. 


A cold winter and delays in ship- 


ments of materials also .slowed con- 
struction. Landscaping and work on 
the building's interior is Hearing com- 
pletion. 


MOST OF THE MONEY for the 


new building is from federal revenue- 
sharing funds. About $140,000 of the 
building's cost will. come from the 


sale of the old town hall, 181B E. 
Northwest Hwy. 


The new building became an issue 


in the election campaign earlier this 


. month, with the challenging Indepen- 
dent Coalition Party charging the in- 
cumbent Republicans with wasting 
federal revenue-sharing funds on a, 
new building instead of allocating the 
money to social services. 


The Republicans countered that the 


new building would help social service 
agencies by housing them and saving 


the costs for rent. The GOP also said 
that housing the agencies would help 
eliminate duplication of services be- 
tween the agencies. 


An open house is scheduled at the 


service center from 2 to 5 p.m. Sun- 
day. The dedication:ceremony at 2:30 
p.m. will feature the music of the Sal- 
vation Army Band, singing of "Bless 
This House" by Mount Prospect Vil- 
lage Mgr. Robert Eppley and a visit 
by U.S. Rep. Philip Crane, R-Mount 
Prospect. 


Park, housing plan urged by panel 


A plan which includes an 8-acre 


park for the Lake County section of 
Buffalo Grove was approved this 
week by the Buffalo Grove Plan Com- 
mission. 


The plan, which must be approved 


by the village board, calls for con- 
struction of 293 single-family homes 
and the park on a site east of Levitt's

The plan calls for a park of about 


eight acres of recreational space, 
large enough for baseball 'diamonds, 


tennis courts, parking and water re- 
tention areas of about six acres. 


"The cooperation of everybody is 


just super, it'll really be a great thing 
for the village," said Carl Rapp, vil- 
lage director of community devel- 
opment, who was involved in the proj- 
ect.

Use federal gas 
tax to replace 
state: Thompson 


by TONI GINNETTI 


Gov. James R. Thompson Friday 


called for the imposition of a federal 
gasoline tax to replace state gas 
taxes, 


Thompson called for the tax as a 


way to eliminate the varying gasoline 
tax levels now charged from state to 
state and added he will seek support 
from the state's congressional delega- 
tion to back the proposal in Washing- 
ton. 


"I think we should, begin to look at 


the idea of a national, uniform tax on 
gas at the federal level, with a rebate 
system to the states, taking into ac- 
count the mileage of their roads, so 
that we could eliminate all state gas 
taxes," Thompson said in a Chicago 
news conference. 


THE FEDERAL gas tax now is 4 


cents a gallon and is used to maintain 
federal roads. State gas taxes, also 
used for highway maintenance, vary 
throughout the nation, with Illinois' 
tax 7.5 cents a gallon. 


Thompson's remarks Friday came 


in the wake of renewed questioning on 
his opinion of President Carter's ener- 
gy proposals and the likelihood of 
passing a state gas tax hike. 


Thompson said he intends to pose 


the plan to U.S. Representatives John 


Anderson, R-16th, and Daniel Rosten- 
kowski, D-8th, both of whom were ap- 
pointed this week to the new U.S. 
House Select Committee on Energy. 


The new committee has 
been 


formed to consider President Carter's 
energy proposals as well as other 
energy-related bills which may be in- 
troduced in Congress. 


THOMPSON SAID a uniform tax 


would eliminate competitive state gas 
pricing, which .hurts station owners 
whose facilities are near state bor- 
ders. 


He said Illinois ranks 37th in gas 


tax but because neighboring states 
charge slightly less than the state's 
tax, border stations have suffered 
losses of business, Thompson said. 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, 


Friday reacted cautiously to Thomp- 
son's proposal'. "I would have to think 
about that and consider all of the 
ramifications," Crane said. 


"I am not sure the states would be 


willing to relinquish their control be- 
cause this is an important source of 
revenue to the state," he said. "The 
uniformity might be an important fac- 
tor, but I think some states might be 
reluctant because the federal govern- 
ment has a tendency to attach strings 
to the money they send back. 


Coal burning increase 
,may hurt climate: pros

Planners looking to coal for Amer- 


ica's energy salvation should keep an 
eye on the climate, meteorologists 
say. 


Pouring vast amounts of carbon 


dioxide into the air from burning coal 
could overheat Earth, melt polar ice 
caps — causing flooding of many 
coastal cities — and turn sea water 
acid. That prospect could severely 
limit the extent to which the United 
States, and the world, can get energy 
from coal. 


In his recent national address on 


energy, President Carter called for in- 
creasing United Staes coal production 
by about two-thirds to more than 1 
billion tons a year. In doing this,,he 
has recognized the carbon dioxide 
problem and will ask Congress for $5 
million to study it. 


Meteorologists have long known 


that the colorless, odorless gas, car- 
bon dioxide (C02), can act like glass 
in a greenhouse to trap heat rising 
from the planet and reradiate it back 
to Earth. Many a scare scenario in the 
past has been based on idle specula- 
tion about a runaway greenhouse ef- 
fect. Now, however, considering the 
new emphasis energy planners are 
giving to coal, responsible scientists 
no longer consider it alarmist to warn 
of climatic consequences.

You lose sleep; clocks jump ahead

There's a good excuse not to over- 


work yourself today: tonight you will 
have one less hour of sleep to recover. 


Daylight Saving Time begins offi- 


cially at 2 a.m. Sunday, so donT for- 
get to set the clock ahead one hour 
before going to bed tonight. 


For the next six months late eve- 


ning sunsets and kids playing baseball 
until 8 p.m. will be familair sights. 


THAT COULD MAKE you happy or 


sad, depending on how much you like 
late sunsets or kids. But Daylight Sav- 
ing Time has never been able to make 
everybody happy since its beginnings 
during World War I. 


The current system of starting day- 


light saving tune on the last Sunday 
in April and returning to Standard 
Time on the last Sunday in October 
was set up In 1966 under the Uniform 
Time Act. 


The act permitted any state to ex- 


empt itself in whole or part from the 
time changes and some areas, in- 
cluding many counties in Indiana, re- 
fuse to switch to Daylight Saving 
Time. 


BILLS ARE introduced each year to 


revise the act, but only one has been 
successful. That was in 1973 when an 
emergency act called for year-round 
Daylight Saving Time in response to 
the energy crisis during the Arab oil 


boycott. 


That act was repealed in 1975 after 


heavy protests that children were en- 
dangered by going to school hi the 
morning darkness and claims that an 
insignificant amount of energy was 
saved. 


This year at least six bills have 


been introduced to Congress calling 
for changes in the 1966 act, but none 
is expected to be successful. 


So get used to late-sunsets and kids 


playing late. And at least for today, 
don't overwork yourself. 


the Institute of Energy Analysis, lik- 
ens the C02 (carbon dioxide) hazard 
to the threat of the spread of nuclear 
weapons to more and more countries. 
Weinberg, who chairs a committee 
looking into the C02 problem for the 
Energy Research and Development 
Administration explains: 


"The C02 catastrophe is possibly 


the most portentous aspect of our en- 
tire long-range energy policy. It is, in 
a way, the fossil equivalent of nuclear 
proliferation: both are global, both 
are difficult to assess, both could con- 
ceivably lead to catastrophe." 


You could also liken the danger of 


burning too much coal to the problem 
of radioactive nuclear power ' plant 
waste. Once created, excess C02 pol- 
lution could take thousands of years 
to decay to safe levels. But, unlike 
nuclear waste, there is no way to keep 
the C02 excess out of the environ- 
ment. 


J. Murray Mitchell Jr., senior re- 


search climatologist of the Environ- 
mental Data Service has warned: ". . 
. the effects of carbon dioxide would 
endure for thousands of years after 
we abandoned our fossil-fuel economy 
. . . A thousand years of unusu- 
ally warm climate would be likely to 
result in a substantial extent of mel- 
ting of the Greenland 'and Antarctic 
ice caps, raising sea levels around the 
world enough to submerge many of 
our coastal centers and much produc- 
tive farm land." 


A STUDY MADE by the Inter- 


national Council of Scientific Unions, 
and reported last year, makes the 
same point. ICSU's Scientific Com- 
mittee on Problems of the Environ- 
ment forecast at least a fourfold and 
perhaps an eight-fold increase in at- 
mospheric C02 concentrations in the 
next two centuries. It also warned, 
that the gas, -dissolving into the 
oceans, could increase their acidity, 
with possible hazards for marine life 
that no one has yet begun to assess. 


In short, while scientists who study 


climate cannot agree on short or long- 
term trends, there is wide,agreement 
that massive increases in atmospheric

tore down all the sexy wallpaper," he 
said. 


Sexy wallpaper typified the business 


that went on behind the dark walls at 
the studio. Business cards, that used 
to be at the front desk, advertised the 
opportunity to "take pictures of a 
beautiful model hi the nude . . . spe- 
cializing in bondage photography . . . 
male models available by appoint- 
ment." 


Questions of whether that was the 


only business activity there arose in 
the past year when at least six arrests 
for prostitution were made. 


All that's over — at the Oakton 


Street complex at least. DeBruyne 
said he watched them-move out but 
has no idea where they went. 


"AN AGREEMENT was made that 


if they, paid the rent, we'd drop (evic- 
tion) proceedings," he said. "Then 
they quietly vanished into the night." 


DeBruyne started eviction proceed- 


ings because the lease stated the busi- 
ness handled exercise equipment and 
water beds. 


He also' had complaints from neigh- 


boring tenants and County Photo 
hadn't paid its water bill for six 
months. 


"I'm not a do-gooder. I just didn't 


want trouble," DeBruyne said. "We 
weren't trying to go for vengeance — 
we just wanted the stigma dis- 
sipated." 


DeBruyne, who said he never set 


foot in the business while $ was oper- 
ating, said visiting it even after the 
furnishings were gone was quite an 
experience. 


"There was this sadistic room. It 


had a skull and crossbones on the 
wall. It must have been the guillotine 
room," he said, laughing. 


"I'm not a do-gooder. I just didn't 


"If he moves 
in across the street — fine. That's the 
next guy's problem." 


Big rigs gather at roadeo 
to find best truck drivers

The overweight guy with a clip- 


board in his hand looked a little sur- 
prised when Doug Banicki smoothly 
maneuvered his 5-axle truck through 
the obstacle course. 


"I didn't think he'd do so good when

man said to his fellow judge at the 
annual Illinois Truck Roadeo at the 
Arlington Park Hilton Hotel. 


Banicki isn't bothered by such com- 


ments. But the 25-year-old driver for 
Briggs Transportation Co., Chicago, 
admits he does look a little con- 
spicuous when he stands among his 
peers around the "big rigs." 


HIS LONG BLONDE hair with 


black roots falls below his shoulders. 
His sideburns grow a couple inches 
below his earlobes. And for the com- 
petition on Friday, Banicki chose his 
favorite faded denim jacket and 
jeans. "I'm saving my uniform for 
the finals tomorrow," he said. 


It's only at truck roadeos that Ba- 


nicki feels out of place. "I think the 
image of truck drivers is outdated 
and misconstrued. There's a lot of 
long-haired drivers now. You just 
don't see many here," he said. 


The best truck drivers in Illinois are 


competing in the 34th annual state 
championship. The finals will begin at 
9 a.m. today in the parking lot east of 


the hotel, Euclid Avenue and Rohlw- 
ing Road, Arlington Heights. 


It is the second year Banicki has 


competed in the roadeo. Last year, at 
the age of 24, he was the youngest 
driver to ever run in a state tourna- 
ment, finishing second in bis class.

Birth defects linked to alcohol abuse 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - The gov- 


ernment's chief specialist on alcohol 
abuse says there is convincing evi- 
dence that excessive drinking by 
pregnant women can cause birth de- 
fects. 


Dr. Ernest P. Noble has urged the 


Dept. of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare to issue a formal warning to 
A m e r i c a n women, recommending 
they limit their daily consumption of 
alcohol to the equivalent of two mixed 
drinks. 


He said there also is some evidence 


suggesting "binge drinking" may be a 
problem. 


"IN OTHER WORDS, a person tak- 


ing a big, big slug of alcohol and 
maybe not drinking at all for the rest 
of the pregnancy could also have that 
kind of a damaging effect." ' 


"There is a problem there,"" Noble 


said. "We feel it is important there- 
fore that our country gets an aware- 
ness of the problems involved with ex- 
cessive drinking." 


Noble, director of the National In- 


stitute on Alcohol Abuse and Alcohol- 
ism, said he decided to recommend 
government action on the basis of 
findings by 40 experts who reviewed 
human and animal studies during a 
two-day meeting earlier this year in 
San Diego. 


"What we are saying essentially," 


he said, "is that if you have six drinks 
or more a day, and that's taken 
throughout pregnancy, or maybe dur- 
ing a certain phase of pregnancy, 
there's a significant risk for abnorma- 
lities in the young. 


"BELOW SIX drinks, the risk is 


questionable. In order to be on the 
safe side, we are saying that two 
drinks a day or less is what people 
ought to be taking." 


Among the human birth defects be- 


lieved caused by heavy alcohol con- 
sumption are facial abnormalities, 
heart defects, abnormal limb devel- 
opment and lower than average in- 
telligence. 


In what could be a key step in un- 


derstanding the cause of alcoholism, 


scientists Friday reported finding a 
substance thai apparently promotes 
excessive drkmking by rats when in- 
jected into the animals' brains. 


Reports suggest that the alcoholic 


may differ from other people in that 
some ceMar defect may cause an 
abnormal formation of the substance 
in his brain causing him to drink. 


If this is so, continued research 


might produce a drug which could 
block or counteract the effects of sub- 
stance and thus cure alcoholism, re- 
ports indicate.

course driving and a defects test.

The obstacle course test usually 


separates the best drivers from the 
rest of the pack. It requires a driver 
to maneuver through narrow chutes 
formed by barricades, parallel park 
along a curb, back into a dock with a- 
narrow chute, weave through a figure- 
8, drive a straight line and stop on a 
specified mark. 


The defects test requires drivers to 


find, within five minutes, five defects 
hidden by roadeo judges. "They do 
some really crazy things, like loosen- 
ing a lug nut on a back wheel and 
they're big on fooling with the fire 
fighting equipment," Banicki said. 


BANICKI HAS practiced for the 


roadeo on weeknights, Saturdays and 
Sundays. He appeared to do better 
than most of his competitors Friday, 
but the results will not be announced 
until Saturday morning. 


The Chicago native has been a 


truck driver for only four years. "I 
was lucky there were jobs to be had 
then. A lot of drivers have been laid 
off since then," he said. 


For Banicki, the job fulfills a boy: 


hood dream. 


"Most kids wanted to be policemen 


or firemen, but I always wanted to 
be a truck driver or bus driver. I used 
to save my money and take trips on 
Greyhounds on weekends," Banicki 
said. 


"I guess I just like to be outdoors. I 


can't stand working under a roof.. And 
with this job I never go to the same 
place twice the same day. There are 
alwrys new faces. I think this is 
where I'll stay," Banicki said. 


He also likes making $20,000 a year,

Use federal gas 
tax to replace 
state: Thompson 


by TONI GINNETTI 


Gov. James R. Thompson Friday 


called for the imposition of a federal 
gasoline tax to replace state gas 
taxes. 


Thompson called for 'the tax as a 


way to eliminate the varying gasoline 
tax levels now charged from state to 
state and added he will seek support 
from the state's congressional delega- 
tion to back the proposal in Washing- 
ton. 


"I think we should begin to look at 


the idea of a national, uniform tax on 
gas at the federal level, with a rebate 
system to the states, taking into ac- 
count the mileage of their roads, so 
that we could eliminate all state gas 
taxes," Thompson said in a Chicago 
news conference. 


THE FEDERAL gas tax now is 4 


cents a gallon and is used to maintain 
federal roads. State gas taxes, also 
used for highway maintenance, vary 
throughout the nation, with Illinois' 
tax 7.5 cents a gallon. 


Thompson's remarks Friday came 


in the wake of renewed questioning on 
his opinion of President Carter's ener- 
gy proposals and the likelihood of 
passing a state gas tax hike. 


Thompson said he intends to pose 


the plan to U.S. Representatives John 


Anderson, R-16th, and Daniel Rosten- 
kowski, D-8th, both of whom were ap- 
pointed this week to the new U.S. 
House Select Committee on Energy. 


The 
new , committee has 
been 


formed to consider President Carter's 
energy proposals as well as other 
energy-related bills which may be in- 
troduced in Congress. 


THOMPSON SAID a uniform tax 


would eliminate competitive state gas 
pricing, which hurts station owners 
whose facilities are near state' bor- 
ders. 


He said Illinois ranks 37th in gas 


tax but because neighboring states 
charge slightly less than the state's 
tax, border stations have suffered 
losses of business, Thompson said. 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, 


Friday reacted cautiously to Thomp- 
son's proposal. "I would have to think 
about that and consider all of the 
ramifications," Crane said. 


"I am not sure the states would be 


willing to relinquish their control be- 
cause this is an important source of 
revenue to the state," he said. "The 
uniformity might be an important fac- 
tor, but I think some states might be 
reluctant because the federal govern- 
ment has a tendency to attach strings 
to the money they send back. 


Coal burning increase 
may hurt climate: pros

Planners looking to coal for Amer- 


ica's energy salvation should keep an 
eye on the climate, meteorologists 
say. 


Pouring vast amounts of carbon 


dioxide into the air from burning coal 
could overheat Earth, melt polar ice 
caps — causing flooding of many 
coastal cities — and turn sea water 
acid. That prospect could severely 
limit the extent to which the United 
States, and the world', can get energy 
from coal. 


In his recent national address on 


energy, President Carter called for in- 
creasing United Staes coal production 
by about two-thirds to more than 1 
billion tons a year. In doing this, he 
has recognized the carbon dioxide 
problem and will ask Congress for $5 
million to study it. 


Meteorologists 
have long known 


that the colorless, odorless gas, car- 
bon dioxide (C02), can act like glass 
in a greenhouse to trap heat rising 
from the planet and reradiate it back 
to Earth. Many a scare scenario in the 
past has been based on idle specula- 
tion about a runaway greenhouse ef- 
fect. Now, however, considering the 
new emphasis energy planners are 
giving to coal, responsible scientists 
no longer consider it alarmist to warn 
of climatic consequences.

You lose sleep; clocks jump ahead

There's a good excuse not to over- 


work yourself today: tonight you will 
have one less hour of sleep to recover. 


Daylight Saving Time begins offi- 


cially at 2 a.m. Sunday, so donT for- 
get to set the clock ahead one hour 
before going to bed tonight. 


For the next six months late eve- 


ning sunsets and kids playing baseball 
until 8 p.m. will be familair sights. 


THAT COULD MAKE you happy or 


sad, depending on how much you like 
late sunsets or kids. But Daylight Sav- 
ing Time has never been able to make 
everybody happy since its beginnings 
during World War I. 


The current system of starling day- 


light saving time on the last Sunday 
in April and returning to Standard 
Time on the last Sunday in October 
was set up in 1966 under the Uniform 
Time Act. 


The act permitted any state to ex- 


empt itself in whole or part from the 
time changes and some areas, in- 
cluding many counties in Indiana, re- 
fuse to switch to Daylight Saving 
Time. 


BILLS ARE introduced each year to 


revise the act, but only one has been 
successful. That was in (973 when an 
emergency act called for year-round 
Daylight Saving Time in response to 
th« energy crisis during the Arab oil 


boycott. 


That act was repealed in 1975 after 


heavy protests that children were en- 
dangered by going to school in the 
morning darkness and claims that an 
insignificant amount of energy was 
saved. 


This year at least six bills have 


been introduced to Congress calling 
for changes in the 1966 act, but none 
is expected to be successful. 


So get used to late sunsets and kids 


playing late. And at least for today, 
don't overwork yourself. 


the Institute of Energy Analysis, lik- 
ens the C02 (carbon dioxide) hazard 
to the threat of the spread of. nuclear 
weapons to more and more countries. 
Weinberg.^who chairs a committee 
looking into the C02 problem for the 
Energy Research and Development 
Administration explains: 


"The C02 catastrophe is possibly 


the most portentous aspect of our en- 
tire long-range energy policy. It is, in 
a way, the fossil equivalent of nuclear 
proliferation: both are global, both 
are difficult to assess, both could con- 
ceivably lead to catastrophe.". 


You could also liken the danger of 


burning too much coal to the problem 
of radioactive nuclear power plant 
waste. Once created, excess C02 pol- 
lution could take thousands of years 
to decay to safe levels. But, unlike 
nuclear waste, there is no way to keep 
the C02 excess out of the environ- 
ment. 


J. Murray Mitchell,Jr., senior re- 


search climatologist of the Environ- 
mental Data Service has warned: ". . 
. the effects of carbon dioxide would 
endure for thousands of years after 
we abandoned our fossil-fuel economy 
. . . ,A thousand years of unusu- 
ally warm climate would be likely to 
result in a substantial extent of mel- 
ting of the Greenland and Antarctic 
ice caps, raising sea levels around the 
world enough to submerge many of 
our coastal centers and much produc- 
tive farm land." 


A STUDY MADE by the Inter- 


national Council of Scientific Unions, 
and reported last year, makes the 
same point. ICSU's Scientific Com- 
mittee on Problems of the Environ- 
ment forecast at least a fourfold and 
perhaps an eight-fold increase in at- 
mospheric C02 concentrations in the 
next two centuries. It also warned, 
that the gas, dissolving into the 
oceans, could increase their acidity, 
with possible hazards for marine life 
that no one has yet begun to assess. - 


In short, while scientists who study 


climate cannot agree on short or long- 
term trends, there is wide agreement 
that massive increases in atmospheric

Tax to fund 
new health 
center eyed 


A new tax in Elk Grove and 


Schaumburg townships may be one 
solution to financing the joint town- 
ship mental health center, its execu-^ 
live director said this week. 


State law allows the townships to 


levy a mental health tax of 15 cents 
per $100 of assessed valuation — $15 
on a house assessed at $10,000 — if 
voters approve it in a referendum. 


Center officials are looking toward 


the referendum as a way of finding 
$264,000 to fully finance a new build- 
ing.said Jordan Rosen, executive di- 
rector. 


"It's one option we need to consid- 


er," he said Thursday, "once a refer- 
endum is passed, dollars are always 
available." 


ROSEN ALSO IS concerned about 


finding a steady source of income for 
operating expenses. The center is 
heavily funded by federal revenue- 
sharing funds, "but once those are 
terminated, they may not be re- 
newed," he saidr 


"And if not, "then where 
are 


agencies like ours going to get sup- 
port to maintain operations?" 


But problems in financing the build- 


ing cause an immediate need. The 
center now occupies three buildings — 
the main building on Biesterfield 
Road in Elk Grove Village, a small 
office at 1155 Tower Rd., Schaum- 
burg, and a day treatment center at 
309 Landmeier Rd., Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


The referendum could be the an- 


swer, Rosen said. The two townships 
probably would hold such a referen- 
dum, t>ut one could decide not to par- 
ticipate, he added. 


TAXES COLLECTED by the two 


townships would be divided up by a 
special board among various mental 
health agencies, including Clearbrook 
Center and the Schaumburg Salvation 
Army counseling service, he said. 


Rosen could not say how much mon- 


ey the center would receive if the ref- 
erendum passed, but said it would be 
"substantial." 


He predicted a tax referendum 


"should be widely accepted." 


"There's no question the community 


is making use of mental health ser- 
vice not only from us, but from oth- 
ers," he said. 


The center needs $264,000 to fully 


fund the $660,000 building it has 
planned. Other funds would come 
from the townships, the state and pri- 
vate contributors. 


ALTHOUGH A grant for $264,000 


was approved by both state and feder- 
al agencies, the money itself has not 
arrived. About $800,000 in grants is 
tied up in another project scrapped 
years ago, Rosen said, and it's now up 
to 'the Illinois Dept. of Mental Health 
to see if that money can be released

It's only at truck .roadeos that Ba- 


"I think the 
image of truck drivers is outdated 
and misconstrued. There's a lot of 
long-haired' drivers now.

The best truck drivers in Illinois are 


compeling in the 34th annual state 
championship. The finals will begin at

Birth defects linked to alcohol abuse 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The gov- 


ernment's, chief specialist on alcohol 
abuse says there is convincing evi- 
dence that excessive drinking by 
pregnant women can cause birth de- 
fects. 


Dr. Ernest P. Noble has urged the 


Dept. of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare to issue a formal warning to 
A m e r i c a n women, recommending 
they limit their daily consumption of 
alcohol to the equivalent of two mixed 
drinks. 


He said there also is some evidence 


suggesting "binge drinking" may be a 
problem. 


"IN OTHER WORDS, a person tak- 


ing a big, big slug of alcohol and 
maybe not drinking at all for the rest 
of the pregnancy could also have that 
kind of a damaging effect." 


"There is a problem there," Noble 


said. "We feel it is important there- 
fore that our country gets an aware- 
ness of the problems involved with ex- 
cessive drinking." 


Noble, director of the National In- 


stitute on Alcohol Abuse and Alcohol- 
ism, said he decided to recommend 
government action on the basis of 
findings by 40 experts who reviewed 
human and animal studies during a 
two-day meeting earlier this year in 
San Diego. 


"What we are saying essentially," 


he said, "is that if you have six drinks 
or more a day, and that's taken 
throughout pregnancy, or maybe dur- 
ing a certain phase of pregnancy, 
there's a significant risk for abnorma- 
lities in the young. 


"BELOW SIX drinks, the risk is 


questionable. In order to be on the 
safe side, we are saying that two 
drinks a day or less is what people 
ought to be taking " 


Among the human birth defects be- 


lieved caused by heavy alcohol con- 
sumption are facial abnormalities, 
heart defects, abnormal limb devel- 
opment and lower than average in- 
telligence. 


In what could be a key step in un- 


derstanding the cause of alcoholism, 


scientists Friday- reported finding a 
substance that apparently promotes 
excessive drkinking by rats when in- 
jected into the animals' brains. 


Reports suggest that the alcoholic 


may differ from other people in that 
some cellular defect may cause an 
abnormal formation of the substance 
in his braiii causing him to drink. 


If this is so, continued research 


might produce a drug which could 
block or counteract the effects of sub- 
stance and thus cure alcoholism, re- 
ports indicate.

course driving and a defects test. 


The obstacle course, test usually 


separates the best drivers from the 
rest ,of the pack. It requires a driver 
to maneuver through narrow chutes 
formed by barricades, parallel park 
along a curb, back into a dock with a 
narrow chute, weave through a figure- 
8, drive a straight line and stop on a 
specified mark. 


The defects test requires drivers to 


find, within five minutes, five defects 
hidden by roadeo judges. "They do 
some really crazy things, like loosen- 
ing a lug nut on a back wheel and 
they're big on fooling with the lire 
fighting equipment," Banicki said. 


BANICKI HAS practiced for the 


roadeo on weeknights, Saturdays and 
Sundays. He appeared to do better 
than most of his competitiors Friday, 
but the results will not be announced 
until Saturday morning. 


The Chicago native has been a 


truck driver for only four years. "I 
was lucky there were jobs to be had 
then. A lot of drivers have been laid 
off since then," he said. 


For Banicki, the job fulfills a boy- 


hood dream. 


"Most kids wanted to be policemen 


or firemen, but I always wanted to 
be a truck driver or bus driver. I used 
to save my money and take trips on 
Greyhounds on weekends," 
Banicki 


said. 


"I guess I just like to be outdoors. I 


can't stand working under a roof. And 
with this job I never go to the same 
place twice the same day. There are 
always new faces. I think this is 
where I'll stay," Banicki said. 


He also likes making $20,000 a year, 


which enabled him to recently buy a 
house for his wife and two children, 
and he thinks he is good at his job.

Use federal gas 
tax to replace 
state: Thompson 


by TON! GINNETT1 


Gov. James R. Thompson Friday 


called for the imposition of a federal 
gasoline tax to replace state gas 
taxes. 


Thompson called for the tax as a 


way to eliminate the varying gasoline 
tax levels now charged from state to 
state and added he will seek support 
from the state's congressional delega- 
tion to back the proposal in Washing- 
ton. 


"I think we should begin to look at 


the idea of a national, uniform tax on 
gas at the federal level, with a rebate 
system to the states, taking into ac- 
count the mileage of their roads, so 
that we could eliminate all state gas 
taxes," Thompson said in a Chicago 
news conference. 


THE FEDERAL gas tax now is 4 


cents a gallon and is used to maintain 
federal roads. State gas taxes, also 
used for highway maintenance, vary 
throughout the nation, with Illinois' 
tax 7.5 cents a gallon. 


Thompson's remarks Friday came 


in the wake of renewed questioning on 
his opinion of President Carter's ener- 
gy proposals and the likelihood of 
passing a state gas tax hike. 


Thompson said he intends to pose 


the plan to U.S. Representatives John 


Anderson, R-16th, and Daniel Rosten- 
kowski, D-8th, both of whom were ap- 
pointed this week to the new U.S. 
House Select Committee on Energy. 


The new committee has been 


formed to consider President Carter's 
energy proposals as well as other 
energy-related bills which may be in- 
troduced in Congress. 


THOMPSON SAID a uniform tax 


would eliminate competitive state gas 
pricing, which hurts station owners 
whose facilities are near state bor- 
ders. 


He said Illinois ranks 37th in gas 


tax -but because neighboring states 
charge slightly less than the state's 
tax, border stations have suffered 
losses of business, Thompson said. 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, 


Friday reacted cautiously to Thomp- 
son's proposal. "I would have to think 
about that and consider all of the 
ramifications," Crane said. 


"I am not sure the states would be 


willing to relinquish their control be- 
cause this is an important source of 
revenue to the state," he said. "The 
uniformity might be an important fac- 
tor, but I think some states might be 
reluctant because the federal govern- 
ment has a tendency to attach strings 
to the money they send back. 


Coal burning increase 
may hurt climate: pros 


by ROBERT C. COWEN 


Planners looking to coal for Amer- 


ica's energy salvation should keep an 
eye on the climate, meteorologists 
say. 


Pouring vast amounts of carbon 


dioxide into the air from burning coal 
could overheat Earth, melt polar ice 
caps — causing flooding of many 
coastal cities — and turn sea water 
acid. That prospect could severely 
limit the extent to which the United 
States, and the world, can get energy 
from coal. 


In his recent national address on 


energy, President Carter called for in- 
creasing United Staes coal production 
by about two-thirds to more than l 
billion tons a year. In doing this, he 
has recognized the carbon dioxide 
problem and will ask Congress for $5 
million to study it. 


Meteorologists have long known 


that the colorless, odorless gas, car- 
bon dioxide (C02), can act like glass 
in a greenhouse to trap heat rising 
from the planet and reradiate it back 
to Earth. Many a scare scenario in the 
past has been based on idle specula- 
tion about a runaway greenhouse ef- 
fect. Now, however, considering the 
new emphasis energy planners are 
giving to coal, responsible scientists 
no longer consider it alarmist to warn 
of climatic consequences.

You lose sleep; clocks jump ahead

There's a good excuse not to over- 


work yourself today: tonight you will 
have one less hour of sleep to recover. 


Daylight Saving Time begins offi- 


cially at 2 a.m. Sunday, so donT for- 
get to set the clock ahead one hour 
before going to bed tonight. 


For the next six months late eve- 


ning sunsets and kids playing baseball 
until 8 p.m. will be familair sights. 


THAT COULD MAKE you happy or 


sad. depending on how much you like 
late sunsets or kids. But Daylight Sav- 
ing Time has never been able to make 
everybody happy since its beginnings 
during World War I. 


The current system of starting day- 


light saving time on the last Sunday 
in April and returning to Standard 
Time on the last Sunday in October 
was set up in 1966 under the Uniform 
Time Act. 


The act permitted any state to ex- 


empt Itself in whole or part from the 
time changes and some areas, in- 
cluding many counties in Indiana, re- 
fuse to switch to Daylight Saving 
Time. 


BILLS ARE introduced each year to 


revise the act, but only one has been 
successful. That was in 1973 when an 
emergency act called for year-round 
Daylight Saving Time in response to 
the energy crisis during the Arab oil 


boycott. 


That act was repealed in 1975 after 


heavy protests that children were en- 
dangered by going to school in the 
morning darkness and claims that an 
insignificant amount of energy was 
saved. 


This year at least six bills have 


been introduced to Congress calling 
for changes in the 1966 act, but none 
is expected to be successful. 


So get used to late sunsets and kids 


playing late. And at least for today, 
don't overwork yourself. 


the Institute of Energy Analysis, lik- 
ens the C02 (carbon dioxide) hazard 
to the threat of the spread of nuclear 
weapons to more and more countries. 
Weinberg, who chairs a committee 
looking into the C02 problem for the 
Energy Research and Development 
Administration explains: 


"The C02 catastrophe is possibly 


the most portentous aspect of our en- 
tire long-range energy policy. It is, in 
a way, the fossil equivalent of nuclear 
proliferation: both are global, both 
are difficult to assess, both could con- 
ceivably lead to catastrophe." 


You could also liken, the danger of 


burning too much^al^to the problem 
of radioactive nuclear 'power plant 
waste. Once created, excess C02 pol- 
lution could take thousands of years 
to decay to safe levels. But, unlike 
nuclear waste, there is no way to keep 
the C02 excess out of the environ- 
ment. 


J. Murray Mitchell Jr., senior re- 


search climatologist of the Environ- 
mental Data Service has warned: ". . 
. the effects of carbon dioxide would 
endure for thousands, of years after 
we abandoned our fossil-fuel economy 
. . . A thousand years of unusu- 
ally warm climate would be likely to 
result in a substantial extent of mel- 
ting of the Greenland and Antarctic 
ice caps, raising sea levels around the 
world enough to submerge many of 
our coastal centers and much produc- 
tive farm land." 


A STUDY MADE by the Inter- 


national Council of Scientific Unions, 
and reported last year, makes the 
same point. ICSU's Scientific Com- 
mittee on Problems of the Environ- 
ment forecast at least a fourfold and 
perhaps an eight-fold increase in at- 
mospheric C02 concentrations in the 
next two centuries. It also warned, 
that the gas, dissolving into the 
oceans, could increase their acidity, 
with possible hazards for marine life 
that no one has yet begun to assess. 


In short, while scientists who study 


climate cannot agree on short or long- 
term trends, there is wide 'agreement 
that massive increases in atmospheric

Tax to fund 
new health 
center eyed 


A new tax in Elk Grove and 


Schaumburg townships may be one 
solution to financing the joint town- 
ship mental health center, its execu- 
tive director said this week. 


State law allows the townships to 


levy a mental health tax of 15 cents 
per $100 of assessed valuation — $15 
on a house assessed at $10,000 — if 
voters approve it in a referendum. 


Center officials are looking toward 


' the referendum as a way of finding 


$264,000 to fully finance a new build- 
ing,said Jordan Rosen,' executive di- 
rector. 


"It's one option we need to consid- 


er," he said Thursday, "once a refer- 
endum is passed, dollars are always 
available." 


ROSEN ALSa IS concerned about 


finding a steady source of income for 
operating expenses. The center is 
heavily funded by federal revenue- 
sharing funds, "but once those are 
terminated, they may not be re- 
newed," he said, 


"And if not, then where 
are 


agencies like ours going to get sup- 
port to maintain operations?" 


But problems in financing the build- 


ing cause an immediate need. The 
center now occupies three buildings — 
the main building on Biesterfield 
Road in Elk Grove Village, a small 
office at 1155 Tower Rd., Schaum- 
burg, and a day treatment center at 
309 Landmeier Rd., Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


The referendum could be the an- 


swer, Rosen said. The two townships 
p'robabjy would hold such a referen- 


1 -sdum, but one could decide not to par- 


• ticipate, he added. 


TAXES COLLECTED by the two 


townships -would be divided up by a 
special board among various mental 
health agencies, including Clearbrook 
Center and the Schaumburg Salvation 
Army counseling service, he said. 


Rosen could not say how much mon- 


ey the center would receive if the ref- 
erendum passed, but said it would be 
"substantial." 


He predicted a tax referendum 


"should be widely accepted." 


"There's no question the community 


is making use of mental health ser- 
vice not only from us, but from oth- 
ers," he said. 


The center needs $264,000 to fully 


fund the $660,000 building it has 
planned. Other funds would come 
from the townships, the state and pri- 
vate contributors. 


ALTHOUGH A grant for $264,000 


was approved by both state and feder- 
al agencies, the money itself has not 
arrived. About $800,000 in grants is 
tied up in another project scrapped 
years ago, Rosen said, and it's now up 
to the Illinois Dept. of Mental Health 
to see if that money can be released

It's only at truck roadeos that Ba-

Birth defects linked to alcohol abuse 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - The gov- 


ernment's chief specialist on alcohol 
abuse says there is convincing evi- 
dence that excessive drinking by 
pregnant women can cause birth de- 
fects. 


Dr. Ernest P. Noble has urged the 


Dept. of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare to issue a formal warning to 
A m e r i c a n women, recommending 
they limit their daily consumption of 
alcohol to the equivalent of two mixed 
drinks. 


He said there also is some evidence 


suggesting "binge drinking" may be a 
problem. 


"IN OTHER WORDS, a person tak- 


ing a big, big slug of alcohol and 
maybe not drinking at all for the rest 
of the pregnancy could also have that 
kind of a damaging effect." 


"There is a problem there," Noble 


said. "We feel it is important there- 
fore that our country gets an aware- 
ness of the problems involved with ex- 
cessive drinking."' • 


Noble, director of the National In- 


stitute on Alcohol Abuse and Alcohol- 
ism, said he decided to recommend 
government action on the basis of 
findings by 40 experts who reviewed 
human and animal studies during a 
two-day meeting earlier this year in 
San Diego. 


"What we are saying essentially," 


he said, "is that if you have six drinks" 
or more a day, and that's taken 
throughout pregnancy, or maybe dur- 
ing a certain phase of pregnancy, 
there's a significant risk for abnorma- 
lities in the young. 


"BELOW SIX drinks, the risk is 


questionable. In order to be on the 
safe side, we are saying that two 
drinks a day or less is what people 
ought to be taking." 


Among the human birth defects be- 


lieved caused by heavy alcohol con- 
sumption are facial abnormalities, 
heart defects, abnormal limb devel- 
opment and lower than average in- 
telligence. 


In'what could be a key step in un- 


derstanding the cause of alcoholism, 


scientists Friday reported finding a 
substance that apparently promotes 
excessive drkinking by rats when in- 
jected into the animals' brains. 


Reports suggest that the alcoholic 


may differ from other people in that 
some cellular defect may cause an 
abnormal formation of the substance 
in his brain causing him to drink. 


If this is so, continued research 


might produce a drug which could 
block or counteract the effects of sub- 
stance and thus cure alcoholism, re- 
ports indicate.

eye on the climate, meteorologists 
say. 


Pouring vast amounts of carbon 


dioxide into the air from burning coal 
could overheat Earth, melt polar ice 
caps — causing flooding of many 
coastal cities — and turn sea water 
acid. That prospect could severely 
limit the extent to which the United 
States, and the world, can get energy 
from coal. 


In his recent national address on 


energy, President Carter called for in- 
creasing United Staes coal production 
by about two-thirds to more than 1 
billion tons a year. In doing this, he 
has recognized the carbon dioxide 
problem and will ask Congress for $5 
million to study it. 


Meteorologists have long known 


that the colorless, odorless gas, car- 
bon dioxide (C02), can act like glass 
in a greenhouse to trap heat rising 
from the planet and reradiate it back 
to Earth. Many a scare scenario in the 
past has been based on idle specula- 
tion about a runaway greenhouse ef- 
fect. Now, however, considering the 
new emphasis energy planners are 
giving to coal, responsible scientists 
no longer consider it alarmist to warn 
of climatic consequences.

You lose sleep; clocks jump ahead

There's a good excuse not to over- 


work yourself today: tonight you will 
have one less hour of sleep to recover. 


Daylight Saving Time begins offi- 


cially at 2 a.m. Sunday, so donT for- 
get to set the clock ahead one hour 
before going to bed tonight. 


For the next six months late eve- 


ning sunsets and kids playing baseball 
until 8 p.m. will be familalr sights. 


THAT COULD MAKE you happy or 


aad, depending on how much you like 
late sunsets or kids. But Daylight Sav- 
ing Time has never been able to make 
everybody happy since Its beginnings 
during World War I. 


The current system of starting day- 


light saving time on the last Sunday 
in April and returning to Standard 
Time on the last Sunday in October 
was set up in 1066 under the Uniform 
Time Act. 


The act permitted any state to ex- 


empt itself in whole or part from the 
time changes and some areas, in- 
cluding many counties in Indiana, re- 
fuse to switch to Daylight Saving 
Time. 


BILLS ARE introduced each year to 


revise the act, but only one has been 
successful. That was in 1973 when an 
emergency act called for year-round 
Daylight Saving Time in response to 
toe energy crisis during the Arab oil 


boycott. 


That act was repealed in 1975 after 


heavy protests that children were en- 
dangered by going to school in the 
morning darkness and claims that an 
insignificant amount of energy was 
saved. 


This year at least six bills have 


been introduced to Congress calling 
for changes in the 1966 act, but none 
is expected to be successful. 


So get used to late sunsets and kids 


playing late. And at least for today, 
don't overwork yourself. 


the Institute of Energy Analysis, lik- 
ens the C02 (carbon dioxide) hazard 
to the threat of the spread of nuclear 
weapons to more and more countries. 
Weinberg, who chairs a committee 
looking into the' C02 problem for the 
Energy Research and Development 
Administration explains: 


"The C02 catastrophe is possibly 


the most portentous aspect of our en- 
tire long-range energy policy. It is, in 
a way, the fossil equivalent of nuclear 
proliferation: both are global, both 
are difficult to assess, both could con- 
ceivably lead to catastrophe." 


'You could also liken the danger of 


burning too much coal to the problem 
of radioactive nuclear power plant 
waste. Once created, excess C02 pol- 
lution could take thousands of years 
to decay to safe levels. But, unlike 
nuclear waste, there is no way to keep 
the C02 excess out of the environ- 
ment. 


J. Murray Mitchell Jr., senior re- 


search climatologist of the Environ- 
mental Data Service has warned: ". . 
. the effects of carbon dioxide would 
endure for thousands of years after 
we abandoned our fossil-fuel economy 
. . . A thousand years of unusu- 
ally warm climate would be likely to 
result in a substantial extent of mel- 
ting of the Greenland and Antarctic 
ice caps, raising sea levels around the 
world enough to submerge many of 
our coastal centers and much produc- 
tive farm land.." 


A STUDY MADE by the Inter- 


national Council of Scientific Unions, 
and reported last year, makes the 
same point. ICSU's Scientific Com- 
mittee on Problems of the Environ- 
ment forecast at least a fourfold and 
perhaps an eight-fold increase in at- 
mospheric C02 concentrations in the 
next two centuries. It also warned, 
that the gas, dissolving into the 
oceans, could increase their acidity, 
with possible hazards for marine life 
that no one has yet begun to assess. 


In short, while scientists who study 


climate cannot agree on short or long- 
term trends, there is wide agreement 
that massive increases in atmospheric

Thompson 
urges U.S. 
gas tax 
o

Gov. James R. Thompson Friday 


called for the imposition of a federal 
gasoline tax to replace state gas 
taxes. 


Thompson called for the tax as a 


way to eliminate the varying gasoline 
tax levels now charged from state to 
state and added he will seek support 
from the state's congressional delega- 
tion to back the proposal in Washing- 
ton. 


"I think we should begin to look at 


the idea of a national, uniform tax on 
gas at the federal level, with a rebate 
system to the states, taking into ac- 
count the mileage of their roads, so 
that we could eliminate all state gas 
taxes," Thompson said in a Chicago 
news conference. 


THE FEDERAL gas tax now is 4 


cents a gallon and is used to maintain 
federal roads. State gas taxes, also 
used for highway maintenance, vary 
throughout the nation, with Illinois' 
tax 7.5 cents a gallon. 


Thompson's remarks Friday came 


in the wake of renewed questioning on 
his opinion of President Carter's ener- 
gy proposals and the likelihood of 
passing a state gas tax hike. 


Thompson said he intends to pose 


the plan to U.S. Representatives John 
Anderson, R-16th, and Daniel Rosten- 
kowski, D-8th, both of whom were ap- 
pointed this week to the new U.S. 
House Select Committee on Energy. 


The new committee 
has 
been 


formed to consider President Carter's 
energy proposals as well as other 
energy-related bills which may be in- 


1 troduced in Congress. 


THOMPSON SAID a uniform tax 


would eliminate competitive state gas 
pricing, which hurts station owners 
whose facilities are near state bor- 
ders. 


He said Illinois ranks 37th in gas 


tax but because neighboring states 
charge slightly less than the state's 
tax, border stations have suffered 
losses of business, Thompson said. 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, 


Friday reacted cautiously to Thomp- 
son's proposal. "I would have to think 
about that and consider all of the 
ramifications," Crane said. 


"I am not sure the states would be 


willing to relinquish their control be- 
cause this is an important source of 
revenue to the state," he said. "The 
uniformity might be an important fac- 
tor, but I think some states might be 
reluctant because the federal govern- 
ment has a tendency to attach strings 
to the money they send back. 


"I don't think they would want to 


get the money back from Washington 
with the strings attached," .Crane 
said. 


U.S. Rep. Abner J. Mikva, D-lOth, 


was unavailable for comment Friday. 


Big rigs gather at roadeo 
to find best truck drivers

The overweight guy with a clip- 


board in his hand looked a little sur- 
prised when Doug Banicki smoothly 
maneuvered his 5-axle truck through 
the obstacle course. 


"I didn't think he'd do so good when 


I saw that long hair. I thought maybe 
he was one of them cowboys," the fat 
man said to his fellow judge at the 
annual Illinois Truck Roadeo at the 
Arlington Park Hilton Hotel. 


Banicki isn't bothered by such com- 


ments. But the 25-year-old driver for 
Briggs Transportation Co., Chicago, 
admits he does look a little con- 
spicuous when he stands among his 
peers around the "big rigs." 


HIS LONG BLONDE hair with 


black roots falls below his shoulders. 
His sideburns grow a couple inches 
below his earlobes. And for the com- 
petition on Friday, Banicki chose his 
favorite 
faded denim jacket and 


jeans. "I'm saving my uniform for 
the finals tomorrow," he said. 


It's only at truck roadeos that Ba- 


nicki feels out of place. "I think the 
image of truck drivers is outdated 
and misconstrued. There's a lot of 
long-haired drivers now. You just 
don't see many here," he said. 


The best truck drivers in Illinois are 


competing in the 34th annual state 
championship. The finals will begin at 
9 a.m. today in the parking lot east of

Birth defects linked to alcohol abuse 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The gov- 


ernment's chief specialist on alcohol 
abuse says there is convincing evi- 
dence that excessive drinking by 
pregnant women can cause birth de- 
fects. 


Dr. Ernest P. Noble has urged the 


Dept. of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare to issue a formal warning to 
A m e r i c a n women, recommending 
they limit their daily consumption of 
alcohol to the equivalent of two mixed 
drinks. 


He said there also is some evidence 


suggesting "binge drinking" may be a 
problem. 
/ 


"IN OTHER WORDS, a person tak- 


ing a big, big slug of alcohol and 
maybe not drinking at all for the rest 
of the pregnancy could also have that 
kind of a damaging effect." 


"There is a problem there," Noble 


said. "We feel it is important there- 
fore that our country gets an aware- 
ness of the problems involved with ex- 
cessive drinking." 


Noble, director of the National In- 


stitute on Alcohol Abuse and Alcohol- 
ism, said he decided to recommend 
government action on the basis of 
findings by 40 experts who reviewed 
human and animal studies during a 
two-day meeting earlier this year in 
San Diego. 


"What we are saying essentially," 


he said, "is that if you have six drinks 
or more a day, and that's taken 
throughout pregnancy, or maybe dur- 
ing a certain phase of pregnancy, 
there's a significant risk for abnorma- 
lities in the young. 


"BELOW SIX drinks, the risk is 


questionable. In order to be on the 
safe side, we are saying that two 
drinks a day or less is what people 
ought to be taking." 


Among the human birth defects be- 


lieved caused by heavy alcohol con- 
sumption are facial abnormalities, 
heart defects, abnormal limb devel- 
opment and lower than average in- 
telligence. 


In what could be a key step in un- 


derstanding the cause of alcoholism, 


scientists Friday reported finding a 
substance that apparently promotes 
excessive drkinking by rats when in- 
jected into the animals' brains. 


Reports suggest that the alcoholic 


may differ from other people in that 
some cellular defect may cause an 
abnormal formation of the substance 
in his brain causing him to drink. 


If this is so, continued research 


might produce a drug which could 
block or counteract the effects of sub- 
stance and thus cure alcoholism, re- 
ports indicate.

Owners blame 
MSB project 
for dry wells 


Mount Prospect residents whose 


private wells-have been damaged or 
gone dry say the Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District's deep-tunnel sewer proj- 
ect is the culprit. 


The well of one homeowner, Willard 


J. Hogreve, 23 S. Busse Rd., had gone 
completely dry and his house tempo- 
rarily has been connected to the vil- 
lage water system. 


Robert Ansani, assistant chief engi- 


neer for the MSD, said the sanitary 
district has received several com- 
plaints from residents with private 
wells along Busse Road near Central 
Road, where one of 11 sewer shafts 
are being constructed. 


"The wells are down and I don't 


know for sure if the work had any- 
thing to do with it," Ansani said. "We 
are investigating it and working on 
giving them (the residents) relief." 


HOGREVE'S 
WELL WENT 
dry 


about two weeks ago. David L. Crea- 
mer, village public works director, 
said the temporary connection to the 
home is an emergency measure allow- 
ing Hogreve to receive water until the 
problem is solved. Other homeowners 
in the area are getting water from 
their wells, but with difficulty, he 
said. 


"They're putting the sewer in about 


100 feet down and that's where the 
people's water comes from," said 
G e o r g e Fowler, whose Arlington 
Heights frim has installed and ser- 
viced private wells in the area since 
1932. "We can't give them water if it 
isn't there to get, The water is being 
drained out to put the sewer in." 


Creamer said the situation might 


have been caused by the construction 
or, "it could be just a drought." 


Meanwhile, the Harbour Insurance 


Co., Chicago, is studying the matter 
in Mount Prospect. Harbour insures 
Healy-Ball-Greenfield, one of two con- 
tractors building the deep-tunnel 
shafts. 


"OUR INVESTIGATION is not com- 


plete," said Ben LaClo(che, Harbour's 
claims manager. "There are lots of 
reasons a well could go dry. There is 
other excavation in the area, the wa- 
ter tables are low in general. We don't 
know who's responsible for what."

Coal burning increase 
may hurt climate: pros

Planners looking to coal for Amer- 


ica's energy salvation should keep an 
eye on the climate, meteorologists 
say. 


Pouring vast amounts of carbon 


dioxide into the air from burning coal 
could overheat Earth, melt polar ice 
caps — causing flooding of many 
coastal cities — and turn sea water 
acid. That prospect could severely 
limit the extent to which the United 
States, and the world, can get energy 
from coal. 


In his recent national address on 


energy, President Carter called for in- 
creasing United Staes coal production 
by about two-thirds to more than 1 
billion tons a year. In doing this, he 
has recognized the carbon dioxide 
problem and will ask Congress for $5 
million to study it. 


Meteorologists have long known 


that the colorless, odorless gas, car- 
bon dioxide (C02). can act like glass 
in a greenhouse to trap heat rising 
from the planet and reradiate it back 
to Earth. Many a scare scenario in the 
past has been based on idle specula- 
tion about a runaway greenhouse ef- 
fect. Now, however, considering the 
new emphasis energy planners are 
giving to coal, responsible scientists 
no longer consider it alarmist to warn 
of climatic consequences.

You lose sleep; clocks jump ahead

There's a good excuse not to over- 


work yourself today: tonight you will 
have one less hour of sleep to recover. 


Daylight Saving Time begins offi- 


cially at 2 a.m. Sunday, so donT for- 
get to set the clock ahead one hour 
before going to bed tonight. 


For the next six months late eve- 


ning sunsets and kids playing baseball 
until 8 p.m. will be familalr sights. 


THAT COULD MAKE you happy or 


sad, depending on how much you like 
late sunsets or kids. But Daylight Sav- 
ing Time has never been able to make 
everybody happy since its beginnings 
during World War I. 


The current system of starting day- 


light saving time on the last Sunday 
in April and returning to Standard 
Time on the last Sunday in October 
was set up in 1966 under the Uniform 
Time Act. 


The act permitted any state to ex- 


empt itself In whole or part from the 
time changes and some areas, in- 
cluding many counties in Indiana, re- 
fuse to switch to Daylight Saving 
Time. 


BILLS ARE introduced each year to 


revise the act, but only one has been 
successful. That was in 1973 when an 
emergency act called for year-round 
Daylight Saving Time in response to 
the energy crisis during the Arab oil 


boycott. 


That act was repealed in 1975 after 


heavy protests that children were en- 
dangered by going to school in the 
morning darkness and claims that an 
insignificant amount of energy was 
saved. 


This year at least six bills have 


been introduced to Congress calling 
for changes in the 1966 act, but none 
is expected to be successful. 
/ 


So get used to late sunsets and kids 


playing late. And at least for today, 
don't overwork yourself. 


the Institute of Energy Analysis, lik- 
ens the C02 (carbon dioxide) hazard 
to the threat of the spread of nuclear 
weapons to more and more countries. 
Weinberg, who cjiairs a committee 
looking into the C02 problem for the 
Energy Research and Development 
Administration explains: 


"The C02 catastrophe is possibly 


the most portentous aspect of our en- 
tire long-range energy policy. It is, in 
a way, the fossil equivalent of nuclear 
proliferation: both are global, both 
are difficult to assess, both could con- 
ceivably lead to catastrophe." 


You could also liken the danger of 


burning too much coal to the problem 
of radioactive nuclear power plant 
waste. Once created, excess C02 pol- 
lution could take thousands of years 
to decay to safe levels. But, unlike 
nuclear waste, there is no way to keep 
the C02 excess out of the environ- 
ment. 


J. Murray Mitchell Jr., senior re- 


search climatologist of the Environ- 
mental Data Service has warned: ". . 
. the effects of carbon dioxide would 
endure for thousands of years after 
we abandoned our fossil-fuel economy 
. . . A thousand years of unusu- 
ally warm climate would be likely to 
result in a substantial extent of mel- 
ting of the Greenland and Antarctic 
ice caps, raising sea levels around the 
world enough to submerge many of 
our coastal centers and much produc- 
tive farm land." 


A STUDY MADE by the Inter- 


national Council of Scientific Unions, 
and reported last year, makes the 
same point. ICSU's Scientific Com- 
mittee on Problems of the Environ- 
ment forecast at least a fourfold and 
perhaps an eight-fold increase in at- 
mospheric C02 concentrations in the 
next two centuries. It also warned, 
that the gas, dissolving into the 
oceans, could increase their acidity, 
with possible hazards for marine life 
that no one has yet begun to assess. 


In short, while scientists who study 


climate cannot agree on short or long- 
term trends, there is wide agreement 
that massive increases in atmpspheric

Thompson 
urges U.S. 
gas tax

Gov. James R. Thompson Friday 


called for the imposition of a federal 
gasoline tax to replace state gas 
taxes. 


Thompson called for the tax as a 


way to eliminate the varying gasoline 
tax levels now charged from state to 
state and added he will seek support 
from the state's congressional delega- 
tion to back the proposal in Washing- 
ton. 


"I think we should begin to look at 


the idea of a national, uniform tax on 
gas at the federal level, with a rebate 
system to the states, taking into ac- 
count the mileage of their roads, so 
that we could eliminate all state gas 
taxes," Thompson said in a Chicago 
news conference. 


THE FEDERAL gas tax now is 4 


cents a gallon and is used to maintain 
federal roads. State gas taxes, also 
used for highway maintenance, vary 
throughout the nation, with Illinois' 
tax 7.5 cents a gallon. 


Thompson's remarks Friday came 


in the wake of renewed questioning on 
his opinion of President Carter's ener- 
gy proposals and the likelihood of 
passing a state gas tax hike. 


Thompson said he intends to pose 


the plan to U.S. Representatives John 
Anderson, R-16th, and Daniel Rosten- 
kowski, D-8th, both of whom were ap- 
pointed this week to the new U.S. 
House Select Committee on Energy. 


The new committee 
has 
been 


formed to consider President Carter's 
energy proposes as well as other 
energy-related bills which may be in- 
troduced in Congress. 


THOMPSON SAID a uniform tax 


would eliminate competitive state gas 
pricing, which hurts station owners 
whose facilities are near state bor- 
ders. 


He said Illinois ranks 37th in gas 


tax but because neighboring states 
charge slightly less than the state's 
tax, 
border stations have suffered 


losses of business, Thompson said. 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, 


Friday reacted cautiously to Thomp- 
. son's proposal. "I would have to think 
about that and consider all of the 
ramifications," Crane said. 


"I am not sure the states would be 


willing to relinquish their control be- 
cause this is an important source of 
revenue to the state," he said. "The 
uniformity might be an important fac- 
tor, but I think some states might be 
reluctant because the federal govern- 
ment has a tendency to attach strings 
to the money they send back. 


"I don't think they would want to 


get the money back from Washington 
with the strings attached," Crane 
said. 


U.S. Rep. Abner J. Mikva, D-10th, 


was unavailable for comment Friday. 


Big rigs gather at roadeo 
to find best truck drivers

Banicki isn't bothered by such com- 


ments. But the 25-year-old driver for 
Briggs Transportation Co.. Chicago, 
admits he does look a little con- 
spicuous when he stands among his 
peers around the "big rigs." 


HIS LONG BLONDE hair with 


black roots falls below his shoulders. 
His sideburns grow a couple inches 
below his earlobes. 'And for the com- 
petition on Friday, Banicki chose his 
favorite 
faded 
denim jacket and 


jeans "I'm saving my uniform for 
the finals tomorrow," he said. 


It's only at truck roadeos that Ba- 


nicki feels out of place. "I think the 
image of truck drivers is outdated 
and misconstrued. There's a lot of 
long-haired drivers now. You just 
don't see many here," he said. 


The best truck drivers in Illinois are 


competing in the 34th annual state 
championship. The finals will begin at

Birth defects linked to alcohol abuse 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - The gov- 


ernment's chief specialist on alcohol 
abuse says there is convincing evi- 
dence that excessive drinking by 
pregnant women can cause birth de- 
fects. -, 


Dr. Ernest P. Noble has urged the 


Dept. of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare to issue a formal warning to 
A m e r i c a n women, recommending 
they limit their daily consumption of 
alcohol to the equivalent of two mixed 
drinks. 


He said there also is some evidence 


suggesting "binge drinking" may be a 
problem. 


"IN OTHER WORDS, a person tak- 


ing a big, big slug of alcohol and 
maybe not drinking at all for the rest 
of the pregnancy could also have that 
kind of a damaging effect." 


"There is a problem there," Noble 


said. "We feel it is important there- 
fore that our country gets an aware- 
ness of the problems involved with ex- 
cessive drinking." 


Noble, director of the National In- 


stitute on Alcohol Abuse and Alcohol- 
ism, said he decided to recommend 
government action on the basis of 
findings by 40 experts who reviewed 
human and ammal studies during a 
two-day meeting earlier this year in 
San Diego. 


"What we 'are saying essentially," 


he said, "is that if you have six drinks 
or more a day, and that's taken 
throughout pregnancy, or maybe dur- 
ing a certain phase of pregnancy, 
there's a significant risk for abnorma- 
lities in the young. 


"BELOW SIX drinks, the risk is 


questionable. In order, to be on the 
safe side, we are saying that two 
drinks a day or less is what people 
ought to betaking." 


Among the human birth defects be- 


lieved caused by heavy alcohol con- 
sumption are facial 
abnormalities, 


heart defects, abnormal limb devel- 
opment and lower than average in- 
telligence. 


In what could be a key step in un- 


derstanding the cause of alcoholism, 


scientists Friday reported finding a 
substance that apparently 
promotes 


excessive drkinking by rats when in- 
jected into the animals' brains. 


Reports suggest that the alcoholic 


may differ from other people in that 
some cellular defect may cause an 
abnormal formation of the substance 
in his brain causing him to drink. 


If this is so, continued research 


might produce a drug which could 
block or counteract the effects of sub- 
stance and thus cure alcoholism, re- 
ports indicate.
